A  letter  from  Concord,  written 
last  Friday,  and  received  at  Portsmouth, 
sets  his  majority  at  a  hundred.  The  Dem- 
ocrats still  abide  liy  their  counter  claim 
that  M.irey  i-  elected  by  at  least  fifty 
votes. 

— Fernando  Wood  maile  a  s|K'ecli  in 
Mozart  Hall,  New  York,  a  few  days  ago. 
I)eliire  the  Peace  Demf>crats,  in  wlucb  he 
took  gromid  against  th»;  Loyal  Leagues 
on  account  of  their  name.  Says  Fernan- 
do :  "Loyalty  is  a  monarchical  deriva- 
tion. It  is  a  European  extract.  No 
loyalty  f  jr  me — I  know  no  such  word." 

— The  grand  jury  of  Crawford  county, 
<.>hIo,  have  re<'cntly  been  making  an  in- 
votigallon  of  the  Union  League.  A  large 
number  of  witnesses  from  Crestline  and 
Bueyriis  were  examined,  but  each  wltnes.s 
was  dismissed  by  the  grand  jury,  with 
the  assurance  that  the  r>rganization  was 
not  an  objectionable  one,  and  that  the 
oath  taken  by  them  was  not  any  more 
objectionable  and  uot  unlike  tliat  taken 
by  grand  jurors  themselves. 

— The  London  ^'tmc.f  intimates  that  "a 
hand  will,  sooner  or  later,  be  held  out  to 
the  South,"  and  that  the  offer  of  it  will, 
•jiidoubtedly,  be  refused. 

— Fred.  A.  MItchel,  son  of  the  late  la- 
mented General  Mitchel,  enlisted  in 
Washington  last  week  as  a  private  soldier 
in  the  regular  army,  which  fact  coming 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  War,  he  was  at  once  pro- 
moted to  a  second  lieutenancy  in  the  10th 
United  States  Infatitry.  Lieut.  Mitchel 
served  b^  months  as  a  (.'aptain  and  aid- 
de-camp  on  his  father's  staff,  on  whose 
death  he  was  mustered  out  of  service 
when  King  at  death's  door  with  the  vel- 
low  fever  at  Port  Royal,  South  Carolina, 
lieing  a  chip  cf  the  old  block,  and  inher- 
iting his  bather's  nervous  activity  and  rest- 
less energy,  he  determined  to  enlist,  as 
there  Is  now  no  provision  of  law  by  which 
he  could  receive  a  commission. 

— ^The  Provost-Marslials  and  other  offi- 
cers under  the  National  Militia  Law  are 
not  yet  designated  even  for  the  districts 
first  taken  up.  Probably  all  the  i>laces 
will  be  kept  open  until  the  list  shall  be 
lompleted.  A  fair  proportion  of  the  ap- 
pointees will  be  War  Democrats.  A 
loyal  Congressman's  recommendation  de- 
cides, as  a  rule,  as  to  his  district,  al- 
though other  voices  are  listened  to. 

— Several  petitions  having  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Pennsylvania  legislature 
against  the  immigration  of  negroes,  one 
Mr.  McClellan  presents  a  remonstrance 
against  allowing  red-haired  persons  to 
l>ecome  so  numerous  In  the  State. 

— In  one  of  the  recent  guenrilla  raids 
upon  the  Nashville  and  Louisville  Rail- 
road, a  •'  strong  1k).\"' containing  S20,00(', 
and  belonging  to  the  Adams  Express 
(.'ompany,  was  captured. 

— Foreign  Ministcis  arc  greatly  exer- 
cised with  regard  to  the  apprehended 
issue  of  Letters  of  M.irque  and  Reprisal. 
One  of  them  who  questioned  the  .Secre- 
tary of  State,  was  luformed  that  the  re- 
port that  the  novcrnmciit  had  determined 
not  to  grant  Letters  of  Marrjue,  was  nn- 
founded. 

— Judge  Kinney,  of  Utah,  has  been  re- 
moved. His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

— The  President  and  fatnily  will  n- 
move  to  their  country  residence  at  the 
Old  Soldiers'  Home  ne.xt  week. 

— It  has  been  ascertained  that  a  former

England. 


FROM  FARRAOUT'S  ^LEET.

The  correspondent  ot  the  C^cago  Tri- 
hunt  aboard  the  Hartford  hai  reviewed 
the  principal  adventures  of  Farragut's 
fleet.  Tbe  Hartford,  Ricbmolid,  Genes- 
see,  Albatross,  Scnica,  Monofgahala  and 
the  Mississippi  started  on  thelilght  of  the 
14th  e.\pecting  assistance  froin  Banks  as 
soon  as  they  arrived  at  Pwt  Hudson. 
A  furious  bombardment  conafenced ;  two 
rebel  rams  also  came  out  and^endeavored 
to  engage  tbe  Hartford  an4  Albatross, 
but  were  beat  off  by  the  flee^  The  fleet 
steamed  boldly  past  the  bstteries  under 
heavy  cannonade.  After  passing,  the 
Hartford  and  Albatross  betqf  slashed  to- 
gether, grounded,  but  finally  got  oil  and 
steamed  above. 

The  Richmond  and  Mississippi  also 
grounded,  but  tbe  former  got  off,  while 
tbe  latter  took  fire  from  some  unknown 
cause,  causing  great  coniuaion,  and  all 
efforts  made  to  extinguisk  the  fire  and 
save  tbe  crew  proved  fruitles-s". 

As  this  was  going  on,  all  tbe  fleet  but 
the  Hartford  and  Albatross  drifted  with 
the  burning  steamer  down  before  the 
entire  length  of  the  rebel  batteries  under 
a  scorching  fire. 

The  guns  of  the  Mississippi  exploded 
as  she  passed. 

.\t  .')  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  burn- 
ing wreck  could  be  seen  from  the  Hart- 
ford and  Albatross. 

Only  three  men  were  killed  and  two 
wouiid«id  on  tbe  Hartford  and  Albatross. 
The  damage  to  tbe  balance  of  tbe  fleet  is 
unknown. 

At  the  mouth  of  the  Be<l  river  they  as- 
certained that  four  or  five  rams  had  run 
up  the  river  on  their  appioacb. 

At  Natchez  they  destroyed  the  tele- 
graph by  order  of  Farragut.  On  the  19tb 
they  passed  tbe  Grand  Gulf  under  a 
brisk  fire,  during  which  three  were  killed 
and  eight  wounded.  Tbe  same  day  Far- 
ragut distinctly  saw  tbe  wre'.-k  of  the  In- 
dianola  shattered  near  the  shore  as  if 
blown  up.  On  the  lOtb  sbe  passed  War- 
rentOD,  shelling  batteries  vigorously  but 
eliciting  no  reply.  Tbe  same  day  sbe  re- 
ported to  Rear  Admiral  Porter  off  Vicke- 
burg. 

On  tbe  21st  received  coal,  which  w?t 
floated  down  from  above  in  barges. 

On  the  22d  the  Albatross  went  to  War- 
lenton,  and  destroyed  an  unfinished  cane- 
mate  batter)!'  wbicb  tbe  rebels  bad  com- 
menced. 

The  ensuing  day  the  Hartford  paid  tbe 
same  place  a  visit,  and  scattered  about 
,S,(J<X)  riflemen  entrenched,  bv  few  doses 
of  shot  and  shell. 

This  ends  the  adventures  of  the  two 
steamers.  Tliey  were  at  the  foot  of  the 
canal  when  last  beard  from. 

Com.  Farragut  is  confident  ot  bis  abil- 
ity to  silence  any  battery  on  tlic  river. 

The  presence  of  Farragut  and  his  gun- 
boats has  infused  new  vigor  and  spirit  in- 
to soldiers  at  Young^s  Point.

OUR  ASSOCUTED  PRESS  DISPATCHES

A  special  dispatch  to  the  Bulletin  from 
Cincinnati,  says  the  news  from  Vicksburg 
and  vicinity  has  an  unfavorable  aspect. 

Dispatches  received  here  state  that  the 
expedition  through  Steele's  and  Black- 
water  Hayous  into  the  Upper  Yazoo  is  a 
failure. 

Admiral  Porter  succeeded  in  getting 
through  both  bayous  with  the  gunboats, 
and  proceeded  2o  or  ."0  miles  lurther  in 
Deer  and  Rolling  forks,  when  he  encoun- 
tered a  small  force  of  rebels,  who  so  an- 
noyed him  with  sharp  shooters  and  ob- 
structions in  the  channel,  that  I'urther 
progress  was  impossible  without  co-ope- 
j-ation  of  infantry,  which  came  up  the 
next  day. 

Tbe  enemy  bad  in  the  mean  time  put 
trees  into  the  stream  making  it  impossi- 
ble. They  annoyed  the  gunboats  and 
seemed  to  be  gathering  in  considerable 
force.  Reinforcements  of  infantry  were 
marched  to  their  assistance  on  Monday, 
and  coining  up  to  thebeleagueied  boat.s, 
found  the  latter  completely  hemmed  in  by- 
obstructions  in  front  and  rear.  Skirmish- 
ing continued  all  day,  when  the  rebels 
being  reinforced,  the  gunboats  were  with- 
drawn and  commenced  to  retn'at,  the 
whole  force  havinc  embarked  on  trans- 
ports near  the  head  of  Black  Bayou,  for 
their  return  to  Youngs  Point. 

The  Federals  lost  10  or  12  privates 
killed  and  wounded.  The  rebel  loss  is 
unknown,  but  supposed  to  be  considera- 
ble, 

Tne  Philadelphia  Enqvlier's  I'aton 
Rouge  correspondment  makes  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  General  Baid:s 
made  a  serious  attempt  on  Port  Hudson, 
but  was  foiled  by  the  steamers  conveying 
tbe  troops  being  suckeil  in  by  a  crevasse 
cut  by  tbe  rebel.-,  and  the  morning  light 
put  in  imminent  peril  the  object  of  the 
expedition.  According  to  the  corres- 
pondent the  object  was  to  get  to  the 
northward  of  the  rebel  batteries  by 
marching  around  them  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Mississippi.

Fka.nkkort,  March  C— Tbe  Adionar 
of  this  city  has  announced  a  loan  in  pro- 
cess of  negotiation  of  $3,000,000  by  tbe 
house  of  Raphael  Erlanger,  of  this  city 
and  Paris,  and  says  that  the  arrangement's 
have  been  adopted  subject  to  the  appro  • 
val  of  the  Confederate  Senate  at  Rich- 
mond. 

Rumor  says  that  $400,000  have  been 
advanced  on  the  loan  by  these  houses  on 
bills  of  e.\ehange  at  "<>>  per  cent,  pre- 
mium. 

Tlie  feeling  of  indignation  against  the 
persons  engaged  in  this  affair  is  very 
strong  here,  and  to  quiet  this  feeling  it  is 
pnblicly  announced  that  none  of  it  will  be 
of*«i*l  in  (iermany,  only  in  England  and 
France:  that  the  loan  is  only  made  to 
enable  the  Confederacy  to  pay  old  debts, 
and  not  for  .tiding  or  furnishing  means 
for  fui-ther  war  expenditure.  The  uni- 
versal condemnation  of  this  negotiation 
has  doubtless  led  to  the  announcement. 

Great  regrets  were  expressed  that  any 
respectable  house  should  be  engaged  in 
making  a  loan  to  establish  a  Confederate 
Government,  whose  sole  object- in  its  dis- 
union efforts  was  to  properly  protect  and 
extend  the  institution  of  slaveay. 

It  is,  however,  <j[uitc  a  matter  of  doubt 
whether  any  such  negotiation  has  been 
made,  and  in  fact  the  leading  bankers 
here  very  much  doubt  it. 

Mr.  Erlanger  keeps  silent  on  tbe  sub- 
ject, lie  \%  a  very  prudent,  careful  and 
cautious  man,  and  his  investments  are 
mostly  made  here  in  real  estate,  and  be 
ha.s  never  been  known  to  take  hazardous 
risks.  Ills  son,  the  head  of  the  house  in 
Paris,  as  is  well  known,  has  scarcely  been 
distinguished  ibr  the  same  good  judgment 
and  prudence  as  his  father.  It  is  not  im« 
possible  that  the  Paris  firm  of  Erlanger 
&  Co.  has  lent  tbe  use  of  its  name  to  the 
Confederate  States  to  help  negotiating  a 
loan,  as  is  asserted,  to  pay  ofi'old  debts, 

— Gen.  Hamilton  asserted  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  "Loyal  National  League,"  on 
Friday  evening  last,  in  New  York,  that 
it  was  within  his  knowledge  that  more 
than  250  Northern  people  who  bad  gone 
to  Texas  were  hung  in  that  State,  pend- 
ing the  Presidential  election.

The  writer  saw  hi*  remains  in  the  cotVm 
at  the  house  ot  his  'on-in-law.  to  which 
place  the  body  had  been  returned  from 
the  City  Hall  on  tht  evening  iR'lore  the 
luneral.  He  was  dr-.'ssed  in  his  military 
uniform,  and  sur»ly  -itars  never  gracetl  a 
more  symmetrical  figure,  antl  they  were 
never  won  by  a  better  and  braver  otlicer.

— The  trouble  of  editors  in  Europe  are 
manifold.  The  last  number  of  the  Madrid 
Coutemporanf"  replaced  its  first  article  by 
the  tbllowiiig  lines:  ••  First,  at  nine 
o'clock  this  morning  a  government  agent 
came  and  suppressed  three  paragraps  of 
u'lr  leading  article.  ."secondly,  at  half- 
past  nine  another  agent  came  anil  prohib- 
ited six  other  paragraphs.  Thirdly,  at  t 
quarter  to  ten  a  tliind  agent  called  and 
suppressed  the  remainder  of  the  article. 
This  incident  is  entin-ly  new  in  the  an- 
nals of  the  press.  Vet  it  is  said  Spain 
possesses    a    constitutional  government." 

— ''»\'by  are  nails  designated  by  the 
terms  sixpenny,  eightpenny,  &o.  ?*'  In 
Sheffitfid,  England,  where  immense  tpian- 
tities  of  nails  are  manufactured,  they 
used  to  be  sold  in  small  <iuantitics  by 
the  hundred  :  and  the  'erms  fourpenny, 
sixpenny,  &e.,  referred  to  such  nails  as 
were  sold  a*,  fourpence,  sixpence,  &c., 
per  hundred  nails.  The  length  of  the 
naiU  of  that  day.  that  were  so  desig- 
na..  cvi,  was  exactly  the  same  with  nails 
that  are  now  known  by  those  designa- 
tions. 

— Gen.  Hardee,  second  in  command, 
to  Gen.  Bragg,  was  united  in  wedlock  to 
Miss  Ready,  of  Murtreesboro,  Tenn  , 
sister  of  the  wile  of  the  guerrilla  chief 
John  Morgan,  ami  on  the  following  dav 
the  wife  of  Gen.  Hr.-igg  died  near  the 
same  place.

— John  Underwood,  a  prominent  Vir- 
ginia Unionist,  who  was  reported  hung  at 
Richmonil,  is  among  the  prisoners  lately 
returned  to  Washington.  He  will  be 
recollected  as  the  Virginia  delegate  to 
the  Chicago  National  Convention. 

— Some  tune  since,  a  church  in  New 
York  was  in  want  of  a  pastor.  The  dea- 
cons of  the  church  were  of  the  conserva- 
tive order,  and  rather  hard  to  please. 
They  had  heard  of  a  certain  divine  who 
was  noted  for  his  talents  and  brilliancy  of 
oratory.

In  the  room  were  the  General's  hat, 
sword  and  sash,  and  several  flags  en- 
twined with  crape,  also  a  rebel  Hag,  which 
had  been  captured  by  Gen.  Sumner's 
corps  in  one  of  theii  battles.  A  beauii- 
f"ul  cross,  wreath  and  boutpiet  of  natural 
flowers  were  restin;;  on  the  lid  of  the 
cothn ;  indeed,  at  ev  »rj"  turn  and  angle 
was  something  to  ret  lind  us  of  the  worth 
of  this  great  and  g  icd  man,  and  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  hr  was  held  by  all 
classes  of  society. 

At  10  o'elocli  the  Hineral  services  were 
held  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Teall.  The 
Rev.  Samuel  J.  May  read  apjiropriate 
passages  of  Scriptun-,  and  the  Kev.  Mr. 
Fillmore  otFeretl  prayer.  No  remarks 
were  made  at  the  house.  Half-hour  guns 
were  tired  until  the  procession  8tartc<l, 
which  was  at  11  o' 'lock,  when  minute 
guns  were  fired  until  the  procession  halt- 
ed. Half-hour  gun*  were  then  fired 
again  until  sunset.  There  was  an  im- 
mense gathering  of  citizens  from  all  parts 
of  the  country,  and  f -om  every  point  of 
the  compass.  The  hotels  were  filled  with 
guests  to  their  utmo>t  capacity  the  night 
before  the  funeral,  and  the  morning  trains 
from  the  East  and  fr  im  the  West  came 
in  loaded  with  partie-t  desirous  to  honor 
the  inemory  ol  the  great  commander. 
Leading  men  from  Buffalo,  Rochester, 
I'tica,  Albany,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Boston,  Baltimore,  Washington,  and 
elsewhere,  came  to  pay  the  tribute  of  a 
tear  to  the  sacred  memory  of  the  man 
who  was  as  gentle  as  a  lamb  in  times  of 
peace,  and  terrible  a<  the  lion  in  the  hour 
of  peril  on  the  field. 

Slowly  and  solemidy  the  vast  cortege 
passed  through  the  streets  toward  that  re- 
public of  the  dead  where  commander  and 
subordinate  sleep  side  by  side — where 
the  roll  of  the  drum  and  the  blast  of  the 
trumpet  can  awaken  them  no  more  for- 
ever. At  almost  eve  rj-  door  and  window 
sad  faces  looked  out  upon  the  long  line 
of  mourners.  Childr'n  even  stopped  their 
play  and  hushed  ther  merriment  as  the 
procession  marched  through  the  tjuiet 
streets.  The  pealing;  of  the  minute-guns 
seemed  to  make  the  sky  a  funeral  bell, 
tolling  with  sublime  and  awful  thunder, 
which  reverberated  in  the  distance. 

The  fallen  hero  now  sleeps  in  Oakwood 
Cemetery,  a  most  delightful  resting  place 
for  the  dead.  Th*  rain  had  ceased  be- 
fore the  proi-ession  moved,  and  the  clouds 
that  frowned  ominously  in  the  morning 
drifted  away  gradually  before  noon,  and 
the  sun  shone  out  like  the  smiles  of 
Heaven  on  the  soldit  r's  grave.

Though  Gen.  Samier  had  attained  the 
ripe  age  of  78  years,  he  was  so  erect  in 
persoii,  so  elattic  in  step,  and  so  much 
vigor  in  his  voice  an  I  manner,  many  in- 
dulged the  hope  that  his  valuable  services 
would  be  spared  to  the  country  for  many 
years  to  come.  Taking  sides  with  no 
party  in  politics,  he  always  sustained  the 
(iovemment.  He  lad  two  daughters  at 
the  South,  whose  bu^  bands  arc  officers  in 
the  rebel  army ;  and  when  it  was  suggest- 
ed that  certain  preseits  be  sent  to  them, 
he  peremptorily  jrefi  sed  to  grant  the  re- 
quest, saying  that  reijelsmust  be  made  to 
realize  that  they  have  forfeited  all  claim 
to  such  acts  of  kindness  while  they  con- 
tinue their  hostility  10  the  Government. 
He  has  left  two  other  daughters  both  liv- 
ing in  Syracuse,  and  two  sons,  both  of 
whom  are  in  the  serv  ice.  These  children 
inherit  the  patriotism  of  their  father.

A  cotYespondent  of  the  f  'ountry  Gen- 
tUman  thus  describes  his  method  of  mak- 
ing maple  sugar : 

"The  sap.  wlien  gatheretl,  should  bo 
boiled  as  rapidly  as  possible,  for  some- 
^mes  a  very  short  time  standing  will  in- 
jure the  quality  of  the  sugar,  e.«ipecially  if 
the  weather  is  wainn.  For  the  purpose 
of  making  a  nice  article,  and  for  boiling 
fast,  }ou  should  sirup  down  once  every 
day  at  least.  The  sirup  should  be  boiled 
down  so  that  it  will  drop  from  the  edge 
of  the  dipper  in  broad  drops  like  honey  ; 
then  it  is  ready  to  tlip  out,  and  strained 
through  a  woolen  strainer  into  a  clean 
barrel  kept  ou  hand  for  that  purpose.  It 
should  then  be  allowed  to  stand  eight  or 
ten  hours  to  settle.  For  sii<rarin;r  off  I  use 
an  iron  kettle,  about  14  gallons,  two-thirds 
full ;  stir  in  it  two  eggs  well  beaten  ;  put 
it  over  the  fire,  and  when  it  comes  to  the 
boiling  point  the  scum  will  rise,  which 
should  \h.'  carefully  removed ;  then  dip 
out,  until  you  can't  boil  it  over,  and  as 
soon  as  it  gets  to  be  soft  wax,  return 
what  you  tlipped  out  in  small  quantities 
until  all  is  returned. 

Keep  a  good  tire  from  the  start ;  you 
can't  boil  it  too  f"ast.  There  is  no  danger 
of  burning  until  the  water  is  ail  gone ; 
then  you  lihould  take  it  from  the  fire.  To 
try  it,  drop  into  water,  and  if  it  will  snap 
like  rosin,  it  is  done.

.Vn  election  for  a  inendn'r  of  Parlia- 
ment was  lu'ld  in  the  last  week  of"  Febru- 
ary, in  the  English  borough  of  Bandon.

U  this  dlsgvaeefiil  scene  had  occurred 
at  an  .Vmerican  election,  most  English- 
men of  the  upper  classes  would  have 
beheld  it  as  a  new  proof  cf  American 
degredation  and  lovu  of  mob  violence.

Owing  to  the  influx  of  skedaddlers  and 
sneaks  into  Canada,  we  hear  that  the 
price  of  labor  of  all  kinds  has  become 
much  reduced.  Those  who  have  gone 
from  the  States  to  avoid  military  service 
are  a  despised  set,  and  those  who  succeetl 
in  getting  employment  cannot  command 
for  their  services  as  farm  laborers  over 
six  or  seven  dollars  per  month,  and  many 
of  them  have  considerable  difficulty  in 
procuring  employment  even  at  these  rates . 
On  the  other  hand  the  price  of  labor 
promises  to  rule  high  here  throughout  the 
season.  Farmers  are  already  offering 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  dollars  1  er  month 
for  good  hands.  Many  Canadian  labo- 
rers are  availing  themselves  of  these  high 
rates  and  are  coming  over  to  seek  em- 
ployment here.  We  hear  of  one  farmer 
who  has  engaged  two  Canadians  for  the 
coming  season,  and  others  are  also  em- 
ploying similar  YxiA^.

office  of  Judge  Advocate  Holt  to  give 
their  deposition  under  oath  with  regard 
to  the  features,  in  the  main  and  in  detail 
of  their  experience  from  the  time  they  left 
Gen.  Mitchell,  at  Shelbyville,  until  they 
were  liberated,  nearly  a  year  subse- 
(juently. 

Ill  this  inter>iew  they  related  some 
startling  stories  of  their  punishment  and 
imprisonmcTit,  they  having  been  captured 
by  bloodhounds  and  confined  in  dun- 
geons without  li"ht  for  several  month.s, 
and  handcuffed  all  of  the  time.  During 
last  winter  seven  were  taken  out  and 
hung,  and  four  of  the  original  party  ot 
twenty-two  are  only  here,  tlie  rest  having 
escaped  while  on  their  way  from  Knox- 
ville  to  Richmond,  and  but  two  were  sub- 
sequently heard  from.

The*  Salt  QavMlaa. 

To  turn  a  man  neck  and  heels  out  of 
house  and  home,  dive«t  him  of  his  prop- 
erty, and  bestow  the  whole  upon  another 
man,  who  agrees,  in  consideration  there- 
of, to  tlo  a  job  for  the  State  at  a  saving 
of  the  snug  little  sum  of  half  a  million  ! 
This  is  the  proposition  which  a  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  recommended, 
and  wliich  was  earnestly  discussed  in  thftt. 
body  for  several  days.  It  is  about  the 
coolest  piece  of  spoliation  we  ever  beard 
of.  It  was  so  barefaced  that  it  imposed 
♦"ven  on  us  for  a  moment.  We  supposed 
there  must  be  in  the  background  some 
sort  of  pretext  or  apology  for  it.  In 
principal  it  is  identical  with  the  State's 
ejecting  every  fanner  from  his  land  and 
leasing  it  to  some  other  person  who  would 
undertake  to  work  it  and  give  the  State  a 
greater  portion  of  the  procee<b  than  the 
owner  would  !  This  proposition  received 
49  votes  in  the  House  of  Delegates.  That 
fact  will  stand  an  eternal  monument  of 
the  moral  vagaries  of  this  wonderful  era. 

Tempting  as  was  the  snug  little  sum  of 
half  a  million,  which  the  State  was  to 
clear  bj-  seizing  one  man's  property  and 
giving  It  to  another,  the  spirit  of  common 
honesty,  which  was  once  a  Virginian 
characteristic,  prevailed  over  the  spirit  of 
rapine.  The  scheme  of  spoliation  failed, 
and  the  owners  of  the  salt  works  were 
permitted  to  retain  their  property,  by 
agreeing  to  supply  the  State  with  750,000 
bushels  of  salt  at  $2  3^  per  bushel.  The 
nuantity  furnished  will  oe  ample  for  all 
the  people  of  the  State,  and  the  price, 
considering  the  times,  moderate  enough.

Pricas  MltoHld  fall  with  OaM. 

Tliere  is  no  reason  for  the  enormous 
prices  now  demanded  for  the  necessaries 
and  luxuries  of  life.  Gold  has  been 
down  10  fifty,  and  should  not  sell  for 
more  than  thirty  or  forty  per  cent,  pre- 
mium at  the  highest.  '  Combinations, 
speculation,  freight-hoarding  and  other 
incidental  and  accidental  causes  have  put 
up  gold  beyond  its  intrinsic  value,  but 
there  is  to  be  an  end  of  this,  we  hope, 
aud  with  the  end  must  come  a  great  fall 
in  all  that  we  eat,  drink  and  wear.  Many 
of  our  merchants  from  the  country  who 
are  here  to  buy  goods,  are  going  home 
again,  cither  buying  sparingly  or  not 
buying  at  all,  owing  to  the  enormous 
prices  demanded  for  goods.  While  the 
war  is  depriving  us  of  southern  cotton, 
sugar,  tobacco,  rice,  etc.,  efforts  are 
making  in  the  border  and  western  States, 
and  elsewhere,  to  meet  these  deficiencies 
in  part.  There  will  be  a  lar^e  amount  of 
cotton  produced  this  ye4r  m  Missouri, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  and  elsewhere.  So  aba 
of  sugar  from  sorghum,  maple  ami  beeli ; 
and  a  large  amount  of  flax,  which,  for 
many  things,  is  a  good  substitute  for  cot- 
ton. The  amount  of  tobacco  prodneed 
in  the  border  and  free  States  will  probably 
be  two  fold  what  it  was  two  years  since. 
There  is,  therefore,  no  reason  for  auch 
prices  as  we  are  paying.  They  are,  in 
many  things,  far  beyond  the  increase  of 
taxes  and  the  depreciated  currency. —

Being 
somewhat  revived,  he  aakcd  Ellery  on 
which  .side  he  belonged,  and  was  answer- 
ed, "for  the  Union,"  The  words  had 
scarcely  passed  his  lips  ere  the  woun«led 
rebel,  who  wa.s  almost  in  the  arms  of 
death,  drew  his  revolver,  and  with  a 
curse  upon  his  lips  fired  at  the  unsuspect- 
ing soldier,  w^ho  had  freely  given  him  the 
last  drop  of  water  in  his  canteen,  and  was 
about  to  render  still  further  assistance. 
The  ball  toon  effect  in  his  leg,  making  an 
ugly  wound,  which  made  it  necessary  for 
him  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
yet  remains,  suffering  from  it. — Spring- 
field Republican.

He  bought  him  in  the  city  of 
Kicbmond,  Kentuckv,  several  vcars  aco, 
and  says  he  was  s)ld  into  slavery  out  of 
some  charitable  Iistltution  to  which  he 
bad  been  committed  as  a  vagrant.  The 
man  himself  appe;irs  to  know  nothing  of 
his  parentage  or  origin.  He  can  neither 
read  nor  write,  ai  d  only  knows  that  he  is 
very  glad  to  have  escaped  from  bondage. 
This  is  the  clearest  case  on  record  of  a 
white  man  being  sold  into  slaverj-.  The 
man  is  now  an  enl  isted  soldier  in  the  78th, 
and  the  officers  of  the  regiment  say  he  is 
a  faithful  and  worthy  man.

The  following  additional  particulars  of 
the  execution  of  the  deserter  Gay,  at 
Indianapolis  on  the  liTth  ult..  we  con- 
dense from  the  Journal  of  that  city  : 

He  was  taken  from  jail  about  half  past 
two  o'clock,  and  conveyed  in  a  clo.sf  car- 
riage to  the  ground.  On  his  way  out  he 
retained  his  composure  completely,  con- 
verse<l  freely  about  his  conduct  and  life, 
and  seemed  tjuite  cheerful.  Once  lie 
looked  out  of  the  coach  window,  and, 
turning  with  a  smile,  said  to  Jlr.  Cra- 
mer:  "Do  you  think  if  I  should  jump 
out  of  the  door,  1  could  escape  from 
you?"  "I  rather  think  not,*'  said  the 
oflicer,  and  he  went  on  with  his  conversa- 
tion. This  compo.sure  he  retained  to  the 
last,  and  it  formed  a  striking — we  hail 
almost  said  wonderful — feature  of  the  ter- 
'rible  scene.  When  taken  out  of  the 
carriage  and  after  he  had  walked  to  the 
place  ol  execution,  as  he  stood  before 
the  file  of  men  who  were  to  kill  him,  he 
showed  no  mark  of  trepidation.  Indeed, 
so  perlcctly  unrulllcd  his  features,  that 
several  spectators  never  knew  that  he 
w.".s  the  doomed  man  until  the  Sergeant 
M.ijor  commenced  i>  ing  his  hands.  His 
dying  speech  was  uttered  without  any 
tremulousness  of  tone,  and  without  any 
of  that  incoln'ren«'e  which  the  most  intel- 
ligent n>en  often  exhibit  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. 

His  voice  was  clear  and    distinct,  his 
words  usually  well  chosen,  and  his  sen- 
tences well  cunstruct»'<l.     His  ideas  never 
became  cojifused.     If  it  was  not  wonder- 
ful   sell-control,    it    was    insensibility    to 
<leath   opially  woudcrl'id  in  such  a  man. 
So  jjcrlect  was  his  sclf-m.istery,  or  in  lif- 
fereiice.  that  it  was  not  till  he   sat  down 
ou  his  coflin  that  we  could  reali/e  that  he 
was  about  to  dii-.     His  calmness  seemed 
to  di.'slp.tte  the   sense  of   peril  entirely, 
and  it  required  an  eflort.  alter  looking  at 
his   steady  eye.  pale,  uimioved  face,  and 
unchanging  attitude,  to   bring   back  the 
appalling  fact  which  the  loaded  guns  and 
solemn  crowd  so  forcibly  declared,  that 
Death  was  in    the  very  .act  of    snatching 
that  man  from  earth.     Even  when  he  sat 
down   on   his  coflin,   and  the    Sergeant 
M.ijor   was    bllndtblding  him,  he  calmly 
drew  his   knees    up  .so  as  to  stt   his    feet 
against  the  side  of  the  coflin,  and  steadied 
himself  on  his  terrible   seat,  .as  if  he  was 
fixing  an  attitude  for  a  jdiotograph.     He 
heard  the  dickinj;  of  the  cocks  of  the  iruns 
of  the  firing   party,  preparatory  to  their 
fearful  <luty,  but  even  then,  though  not  a 
secoml  lav  between  him  and  eternitv,  his 
audible    prayer    wjw    utteretl   without    a 
groan  or  tremor,  in  voice  or  limb.     We 
have  heard  of  composure  and  c.ilmness  in 
the    face  of    death,  often,  but    we    never 
saw  an  exhibition    of  it    before,  an<l  we 
doubt    if    the    worltl   can   show    a  more 
remarkable  one. 

IIIK     ritKI'VKATlONS. 

The  prepartions  for  the  execntlon  wore 
admirablv  made,  both  by  Gen.  Carring- 
tpn  and  Col,  Biddle.  In  a  few  minutes 
after  the  arrangements  were  completed, 
the  »J;5d  came  up  with  drums  beating,  and 
marching  right  past  the  carriage  contain- 
ing the  prisoner,  who  leaned  out  of  the 
window  to  watch  them,  formed  on  the 
south  side  of  the  square.  The  cavalry 
were  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  God, 
and  the  artillery  on  the  west  and  north 
sides.  Thus  a  compact  mass  of  soldiers 
of  all  arms  was  formed,  leaving  a  little 
va<'ant  place  in  the  middle,  with  the  fear- 
fully suggestive  opening  at  the  eastern 
side.  No  time  was  lost  after  the  prepar- 
ations were  completed. 

TIIK  KXECUTIUN. 

The  coflin  of  plain  black  walnut,  with 
a  llat  lid  was  brought  out  and  laid  in  the 
square  some  distance  up  towards  the  cen- 
tre. An  oflicer  stepped  off  slowly  a  space 
ol  some  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  from 
the  coflin  to  fix  the  line  to  be  occupied  by 
the  firing  party,  and  tJien  the  south-west- 
em  angle  of  the  square  opened  and  the 
firing  party  of  twenty  men,  two  from  each 
company,  marched  In  and  formed  in  two 
ranks  on  this  line.  The  spectators  inside 
the  sfjuare  moved  to  the  left  of  the   line 


alized  the  fate  that  awaited  me  till  mv 
sentence  wa.s  read  to  me.  Then  1  felt  1 
had  to  die.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  I  have 
striven  with  the  spirit  in  the  time  since 
that  sentence  was  read  to  me.  I  feel  that 
I  r.m  about  to  die  a  sinner.  Take  warn- 
ing bv  me,  and  prepare  for  death  while 
there  is  yet  time.  Labor  to  obtain  tijat 
religion  which  is  more  precious  than  any- 
thing on  this  earth.  Try  to  reconcile 
yourselves  to  God  and  live  us  your  dutv 
requires.  1  suppose  my  death  is  needed 
as  an  example.  If  it  will  serve  my 
country  and  warn  you,  I  will  die  cheer- 
fully. I  forgive  all  my  enemies,  and 
every  body  on  earth.  1  have  no  malice 
against  any  living  being.  I  forgive  those 
who  are  to  fire  at  me.  There  are  those 
who  thirst  for  my  blood  but  I  forgive 
them,  too.  To  you  who  will  fire  at  me  1 
would  say,  take  your  aim  well.  F'Ire  at 
the  breast,  (laying  his  hand  with  cap  In  it 
on  his  heart),  th.at  Is  the  place.  Hold  on 
the  si)Ot  firmly,     i    want  to   die  quickly. 

Don't  let  me  suffer.  Hold  steadv  on 
the  .spot,  and  .shoot  at  my  breast.  Again  I 
forgive  everybody,  aiid  ask  those  whom  I 
have  injured  to  forgive  me."' 

Troughout  this  speech,  as  we  before 
observed,  the  prisoner's  voice  was  steady, 
uniform  and  devoid  of  every  symptom  of 
pi-rturbation. 

It  luay  not  be  improper  to  ad<l  tluat 
(Jay's  confession  of  his  guilt  does  not 
convey  a  full  idea  of  its  heiuousiics.s.  He 
requested  the  privilege  of  taking  the  o.ath 
of  allegiance  to  the  Confederacy,  and 
came  back  home  with  the  writteli  oath 
sewed  into  his  clothes  for  perfect  conceal- 
ment, showing  that  he  knew  ex.actly  the 
nature  of  his  act  and  the  importance  of 
ev.adiiig  detection.  When  arrested.  Gen. 
Carrlngton  searched  him  and  found  the 
fatal  document  conctaled  in  the  leg  of 
his  pantaloons.  Theio  is,  therefore,"'no 
room  for  sympathy,  or  ground  for  doubt. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  .speech  the  of- 
ficiating clerg3-jnan  offered  a  pr.ayer  for 
him,  after  which  his  hands  were  tied,  and 
he  was  led  to  the  coflin  and  seated  upon 
it. 

'      He  .«at  a  .^i-cond.  drew  Iils  feet  tow.ards 
liim,  and  settled  himself  back  on  tlie  eof- 
fin,  as  if  to  brace  hiniself. against  the  shock 
that  was  to  come  so  soon  and  so  terrililv. 
The  Scrgeant-Major  tiedlhe  band  of  blaik 
cloth  round  his  eyes,  and  stepped  rapldlv 
oft  to  the  right  and  front,  out  of  ther.nge 
of  th(  .guns.     'Jhen  the   prisduer,  being 
left  alone   for  the   fiivt    time,  exchaimecr, 
"O,  that  I  could  .see  my  death."  in  a  tone 
I'fdeep  sadness  which    those    who  heard 
will  never  forget.     A  whisper  form  Lieut. 
Sherley  to    the    (iri-ig    party    brought  all 
liie  guns  to  a    "ready.''     The  clicking  of 
the  cocks  was  heard  di.^tinctly,  all  around. 
The  pjisoner  heard    it,  too.'  but  he  only 
showed   his    con.sciousne.ss    of  it    bv  the 
movement  of  his  lips  in  prayer,  which  be- 
came audible,  but  not  intelJigible,  as  the 
guns  were  lowered  to    take  aim.     "Lon! 
God."  in  a  low  tone,  as  If  part  ofpraver. 
was  heard,  and  the  crash  of  the  guns  fol- 
lowed     instantly.       At     the     explosion 
he    fell     straight    back    over    his    coflin, 
without     a     sound     or     struggle.       His 
leet.  which  rested  on  the  cofliiC  were  mo- 
tionless.    He  had  obtained  bis  wish.    His 
comrades  had  <lone  tiieir   duty   well    and 
truly,    and    killed    him    instantly.       The 
Surgeon  ran  to   him.      "Is   he"  dead?" 
asked  Col  Biddle.     "He   is  dving:    be 
will  be  dead  in  a  few  moments.''  sai<l  the 
doctor.      He    gasped  si)asmodically,  not 
breathing,    for  half  a   minute,   and  was 
dead.     He  w.as  lifted  Into  the  coffin,   the 
bandage  taken  off  his  eyes,  and  bis  little 
blue  cap  put  on   his    head.     There   were 
eight  shot-holes  in  his  coat  seven  of  them 
In  his    breast,    any  one   of  which   would 
have  killed  him   instantly.     One   of    the 
bullets    stnick   him    righ't   in   the    heart. 
I>ut  there  was  not  a  drop   of  blood   visi- 
ble.    The  bullet  holes  were  as  clean  as  if 
cut  with  a    pair  of  .scLssor.*;.     Under  his 
body,  upon  the  ground,  was  a  thick  pud- 
dle   of    blood,    for   the     b.alls   had   gone 
through  him.  and  the    blood  ran   out  be- 
low.    One  shot  struck  bim   in  the  throat, 
and  another  grazed  his  shoulder.     All  ten 
of  the  balls  struck    him.    a   proof  of   the 
coolness  and  steadiness  of  the  men.     The 
Sergeant,   with   his   carbine  in   reserve, 
stood  by  the   coflin,  to  shoot    him  in  the 
head  and  end   his  misery,  if  it  had  been 
necessary,  but  much  to  his  relief  the  work 
had  been  surely  done  without  bim.

Ever  since  the  great  riot,  tbe  "colored 
citizens"  of  the  city  have  been  subjected 
to  repeated  insults 'at  the  bands  of  those 
graceless  rascals  who  sympathize  with 
the  rioters.

When  they  arrived  at  Camp  Release,  tljey 
saw  inevitable  signs  ol  Indians.  From 
all  we  can  learn  from  one  of  the  party, 
about  24  warriors  had  camped  all  winter 
on  the  Chipnewa  River,  about  <•  miles 
from  Camp  Kelease,  were,  from  appear- 
ance's, they  had  killed  '2\  head  of  cattle. 
On  the  approach  of  the  party,  the  Indians 
lied,  leaving  behind  them  two  wagons  and 
taking  with  them  only  one  pony  and  a 
single  ox.  They  were  followed  by  the 
half-breeds,  who  came  up  to  where  they 
had  camped,  but  could  not  discover  thu 
Indians.  During  the  night,  the  Imlijins 
sneaked  up  to  within  r»t>  feet  of  the  caval- 
ry, without  being  discovered.  They 
doubtless  intended  to  steal  the  cavalry 
horses.  Before  tbe  Indians  left  their 
camping  ground,  they  cut  up  the  furs 
which  they  had  trapped  during  the  winter. 
The  teamsters  who  stayed  behind  did  not 
consider  it  safe  to  remain  at  Camp  Re- 
lease tliat  ni"ht,  and  started  in  the  even- 
ing for  Yellow  Medicine,  which  place 
they  reached  early  next  morning.

to  draw  a  long  breath  as  four  men  walked 
in  at  the  open  space,  and  stood  in  front 
of  the  coffin.  The  one  on  the  right  car- 
ried a  small  cord,  and  a  band  of  black 
cloth,  in  his  hands,  and  was  the  Sergeant 
M.ijor  of  the  regiment,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  bind  and  blindfold  the  prisoner.  Next 
to  him  was  tbe  prisoner,  so  unmoved,  and 
calm,  that  every brdy  had  to  ask  "which 
is  the  prisoner?'' 

'i'he  army  regulations  provide  a  way  to 
keep  every  man  who  fires,  from  knowing 
whether  be  shares  in  the  death  or  not.  The 
twenty  guns  are  loaded,  ten  with  ball, 
and  ten  with  heavy  blank  cartridges.  Tbe 
soldiers  who  are  to  fire  do  not  sec  the 
loading  done,  and  draw  their  guns,  as 
they  come,  out  of  a  confused  heap,  so 
that  no  one  can  tell  whether  his  gun  con- 
tains a  ball  or  not.  Thus  each  man  is 
furnished  a  reasonable  probability  that 
he  has  no  jiart  in  tbe  bloodshed. 

Adjutant  Brown,  of  the  71st  rcglmeut, 
stepped  forward  and  read  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly the  order  of  execution  above  quo- 
ted. Then  Col.  Bibble  stepped  from  the 
right  of  the  firing  party,  and  said :  "Gay, 
if  you  have  anything  to  say,  you  can  say 
it  now."  The  prisoner,  without  changing 
bis  attitude,  with  bis  soldier  cap  hanging 
in  his  right  band,  as  he  had  pulled  it  ofl' 
when  the  reading  of  the  order  began, 
with  his  plain  uniform  coat  buttoned  over 
bis  breast,  and  bis  well-worn  pantaloons 
tucked  inio  bis  red-lopped  boots,  without 
a  quiver  in  bis  voice,  or  tbe  wrenching  of 
a  muscle  in  bis  face,  began  : 

"  Fellow  Soldiers  :  I  am  about  to  die 
for  the  crime  of  desertion.  I  have  done 
wrong.  But  I  did  it  untbougbtedly.  I 
can  call  God  to  witness,  before  whom  I 
must  .appear  in  a  few  minutes,  that  I  did 
not  mean  to  commit  a  crime.  If  a  man 
ever  tells  the  truth  it  is  when  be  is  about 
to  tlie,  and  I  tell  tbe  truth  when  I  say 
that  I  meant  no  wrong.  When  I  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance  1  intended  only  to 
got  home  so  that  I  might  stay,  for  I  did 
not  feel  able  for  service.  My  bealtb  was 
bad.  It  has  always  been  poor.  lam  in 
better  health  to-<Iay  than  I  have  ever  been 
in  my  life.  I  meant  to  atay  at  borne,  and 
not  to  join  tbe  enemy.

Fremont's  An\l<>t^  for  Mprvice. 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  tbe 
Cincinnati  Gazette  thus  succintly  states 
the  particulars  of  the  last  refusal  of  the 
f  iovcrnment  to  allow  Major  General  Fre- 
mont to  take  part  in  the  Avar  lor  the 
Union  : 

Tbe  simplest  justice  to  General  Fre- 
ment  requires  a  correction  of  the  persls- 
tenth-repeated  declarations  that  has  been 
insisting  on  an  Inilependent  command. 
Gen.  Fremont  has  simply  asked  that  be 
might  be  given  something,  anything,  to 
do.  He  had  two  distinct  plans  of  opera- 
tion in  diflerent  sections,  for  either  of 
which  it  se«'med  that  be  was  peculiarly 
fitted  ;  but  he  insisted  on  neither  of  them. 
His  siiiqjle,  sole  rcciuest  was  that  he  might 
be  put  into  active  service.  He  made  no 
objections  to  going  anywhere,  doing  any- 
thing. And  this  poor  boon,  of  being 
permitted  to  use  the  sword  the  country 
had  given  him,  was  what  a  Republican 
Administration  once  more  refused  to 
John  C.  Fremont. 

The  statement  that  this  refusal  was 
mainly,  if  not  entirely  due,  to  Gen.  Ilal- 
leck's  bitter  hostility,  is  probably  correct. 
It  rests,  at  any  rate,  upon  no  less  author- 
ity than  the  explicit  assertion  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  Mr  Stanton,  who  said  be 
was  in  favor  of  giving  General  Fremont 
a  certain  work  to  do ;  tbe  President  is 
known  to  have  favored  it.  Mr.  Stanton 
says  distinctly  it  would  have  been  done 
but  for  tbe  opposition  of  Gen.  Ilalleck. 
This  seems  positive  enough,  and  whether 
Gen.  Ilalleck  can  clear  himself  or  not,  it 
effectually  narrows  the  matter  down  to 
two  men — the  Commander-in-Chief  or 
tbe  Secretary  of  AVar.  The  fact  is  worth 
remembering. 

For  the  rest,  nobody  knows  of  any  rea- 
son why  Fremont  should  not  be  granted 
the  earnest  request  he  has  been  so  lone 
preferring — to  be  permittedto  fight  some- 
where in  this  war.  His  campaign  in  Vir- 
ginia was  confessedly  a  success  and  a 
miracle  of  energy  and  endurance.  On 
the  heels  of  dr:ving  .Tackson  out  of  the 
field,  be  was  first  earelullv  insulted  by 
being  put  under  a  personal  enemy,  and 
then  banished  the  service.  No  such 
treatment  was  meted  out  to  Sumner, 
Ueintzelman,  Burnside,  under  even  less 
favorable  circumstances.  Is  Fremont  so 
much  tnoro  inimical   to   this  Administra-

Mn.  Epitok  :  —As  the  Sprjng  is  about 
opening,  and  a  great  many  of  our  people 
feel  uneasy  about  our  position,  I  will  en- 
deavor to  give  you  a  statement  of  our 
labors  for  the  last  three  weeks.  On  the 
arrival  of  Company  "B"  at  this  post, 
we  found  an  order  to  fortif\-  Forest  City. 
Capt.  O.  C.  Merrimen,  with  his  usual 
promptitude,  issued  an  order,  detailing 
2l»  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates 
to  report  to  1st  Lieut.  Wm.  Grant,  (of 
said  Company,)  for  the  purpose  of  forti- 
lying  the  above  City.  We  went  to  work 
and  in  the  short  period  of  time  we  have 
been  here  we  have  built  two  log  houses. 
U  by  16,  pierced  with  loop-holes,  anvl 
one  log  house  two  stories  high.  The 
first  story  is  six  feet  high  with  two  rows 
of  loop-holes:  the  second  storj-  is  si.v 
feet  high  and  has  two  rows  of  Ioop-hole.s . 
The  above  buildings  are  built  of  hewn 
timbers.  We  have  dug  our  ditches  for 
the  stockade  four  feet  deep  in  frozen 
ground,  and  cut  two  thousand  pieces  of 
timber  for  the  stockades.  We  have  put 
up  all  of  the  buildings  and  they  are  in 
fighting  condition.  We  have  put  up  the 
front  of  the  stockade,  146  feet,  with  a 
draw  bridge  in  the  centre.  We  have  put 
up  part  of  the  side.«<,  and  with  this  de- 
fense I  think  Forest  City  is  safe,  and  the 
Indians  may  pitch  in.'  Can  any  other 
Company  boast  of  doing  as  much  ia  the 
.same  length  of  time?  If  they  can,  our 
frontier  is  safe.

This  is 
strong  proof  that  these  Indians  assisted  in  mur- 
dering those  innocent  women  and  children  in  our 
border  State.  On  Thursday  night  of  U«t  week 
they  had  a  war  dance  about  three  miles  above 
town,  in  which  some  forty  or  fifty  Indians  partlc- 
il»ated,  frightening  the  neighbors  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  they  all  left  their  houses  and  came  to 
Waterloo,  remaining  here  till  next  morning.

Cadersrroaad  Mali  Roatos.

The  rebels  have  a  grapevine  telegraph, 
not  very  reliable  to  hs  sure,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  there  is  a  regular  corres- 
pondence between  their  sympathizers  in 
the  interior  of  our  State  and  their  ar- 
mies in  Dixie,  by  means  of  an  under- 
ground mail-route  carried  on  by  female 
rebels  in  Kentucky,  and  thus  on  through 
the  United  States  mails.  It  ia  well 
known,  for  instance,  that  in  Lebanon, 
Marion  countj-,  the  rebel  women  are  con- 
stantlv  receiving  letters  from  the  border 
counties  through  the  mails  or  otherwise, 
and  answering  them  in  the  same  way.  1 1 
is  effected  through  agents  at  certain 
offices  on  the  borders  of  the  State  to 
whom  letters  are  directed  enclosing  oth- 
ers to  be  sent  across  the  lines  and  remail- 
ed  in  the  Confederacy,  or  delivered  as 
circumstances  will  allow.  This  mode  of 
communication  is  verj'  common  at  this 
time.  We  are  assured  that  there  is  scar- 
cely a  mail  arriving  at  Lebanon  from 
Burksville,  Cumberland  county,  or  Som- 
erset, Pulaska  eonnty,  that  does  not  con- 
tain letters  for  active  female  rebels  in 
that  town,  This  may  all  be  proper  ikm-. 
ily  or  friendly  correspondence,  but  wc 
cannot  resist  the  opinion  that  much  im- 
portant information  is  thus  sent  forward 
to  the  rebel  leaders,  and  intelligence  of 
their  contemplated  invasions  received  in 
return.  Certain  it  is  that  the  Lebanon 
rebels  arc  tlioronghly  posted  in  regard  to 
the  movements  of  the  rebels  beyond  our 
lines,  and  have  for  some  time  past  been 
anticipating  their  arrival,  and  rejoicing 
over  the  prospect  of  another  raid  into 
Kentucky.

Verdict  of  Clalltr  Coaad. 
From  the  Louisville  Journal. 

Thomas  C.  Schaclett,  of  Meade  cooaty, 
indicted  fi>r  treason  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court,  has  been  on  trial  in  this 
city  since  Friday  last,  and  yesterday  a 
verdict  of  guilty  wa«  rendered  against 
Mm.  The  case  was  tried  before  the  Hon. 
Bland  Ballard,  the  prosecution  conducted 
by  the  lately  appointed  District  Attorney. 
Thos.  E.  Bramlette,  and  the  prisoner 
defended  by  Wm  F.  Bullitt  and  Isaac  D. 
Stone,  Esqs.  This  Schai-lett  was  a  des- 
perado and  cut-throat,  who  went  off  in 
18G1,  when  Buckner  attempted  to  betray 
the  State,  was  associated  with  Forrest's 
command,  we  think,  and  came  bftck  with 
Bragg's  invading  army  last  fall.  He  left 
that  body  at  Red  Mi'lLi,  on  the  Rolling 
Fork,  and  went  to  Meade  county,  when:

he  said,  and  succeeded  in  taking**©  away

(.'battanoo^a  I  was  taken  to  Knoxvilhf  to 
another  jail,  and  confincu  in  an  iron  cage. 
Here  I  was  told  by  a  man  named  Fox,  thtf 
jailor,  that  i  was  brought  to  Knoxville  to 
f)e  trie«l  by  a  court-martial  as  a  spy,  and 
that  if  1  wa.s  tried  I  would  no  doubt  be 
hung.  This  court-martial,  as  did  the  one 
at  Chattanooga,  adjourned  without  bring- 
ing m«  to  a  trial.  From  there  I  was  sent 
to  Mobile,  where  another  coiii-t  martial 
was  in  session,  but  after  keeping  uje  there 
eight  days,  I  was  taken  in  company  with 
all  the  jirisoners  .it  tli.at  post,  to  Alont- 
goimiry,  Alabama. 

The  first  day  out  1  was  taken  sick  with 
pneumonia  and  typhoid  fever.  The  rebel 
surgeon  refused  me  any  medicines,  and 
even  a  bed,  and  1  wan  left  for  twelve  days 
laying  on  the  deck  of  the  boat,  with  noth- 
ing to  eat  buf  corn  bread  and  beef,  which 
the  rebels  said  h.ad  been  packed  for  five 
years. 

At  Tuscaloosa  ihty  shot  a  man  for 
looking  out  of  a  window,  and  '.youndi-d 
another  for  the  same  olTence.  At  Mont- 
gomery thoy  refused  to  let  me  go  to  a 
hospital,  allhuugh  in  a  helpless  condition.

Wc  were  de- 
nied medical  attendance,  our  chaplains 
were  forbidden  preaching  or  praying  for 
us  by  order  of  Major  Bylander,  our  men 
and  olFicers  were  whot  without  cause ;  an 
insane  man  was  shot  at  Atlanta  for  no  of- 
fence. We  were  compelled  to  bury  men 
in  the  river  banks,  where  their  bodies 
were  liable  to  be  washed  out.  We  were 
beaten  with  clubs.  This  was  done  on 
board  the  steamer  en  roule  for  Montgom- 
ery, Ala.  We  were  fed  on  foul  and  un- 
wholesome diet,  and  frequently  left  with- 
out rations  two  or  three  days  at  a  time, 
and  our  exchange  was  delayed  as  long  as 
possible.  We  were  kept  in  camps  sur- 
rounded b^'  swamps,  as  the  rebels  said, 
that  we  might  die.  I  find  it  impossible 
to  enumerate  all  the  hardships  put  upon 
ns,  but  I  have  enumerated  such  as  were 
the  most  intolerable.

The  evening  following  the  Royal  Mar- 
"»8**''  grand  illuminations  took  place 
from  Land's  End  to  .John  O'flroat's. 
those  in  London  being  the  most  notice- 
able, iriifortunately  the  rejoicingw  wore 
marred  by  some  sad  occurrencct,  as  will 
be  se«n  from  the  following  extract  from 
th«  London  Oazettf.  o( \hc  II th: 

We  regfret  to  announce  a  shocking  loss 
of  human  life  in  the   public  streets,    last 
night,  during  the  illuminations    in    honor 
of  the  royal  marriage.     About  a   quarter 
past  seven   o'clock   there   was   a   learful 
crush  in  the   mob  in    front   of  the  Man- 
sion House.     The  screams  and  shrieks  of 
the  men  and  women   were   described  as 
appalling.     A  number  of  )>cr8ons   were 
trampled   down,  and  a  considerable  time 
elapsed  before  their  fate  could   be  ascer- 
tained.    The  lord  mayor  and    lady  mav- 
oress  witnessed  the  catastrophe  from  tho 
decorated  balconr  of  tho  Mansion  House, 
but  nothing  could  be  done,  so  great  was 
the  rush.     Police-constable  Henley,  l«o, 
got  hold  of  one  of  the  fallen  women,  and 
with  ditSculfy   got   her  out.     Life,  how- 
ever, was  extinct.     She  had  boon   tram- 
pled todeath.    She  has  since  been  identified 
as  Charlotte  Donagan.aged  2J,wife  oi  Wiu. 
Donagan.   of   Fort    street,   Spitaltields. 
As    the   body  of   the  woman  was  bein«' 
conveyed  to  the  Bow  Lane  police  station*! 
a  child,  twelve  months  old,  was  brought 
in  by  a  man,  who  stated  that  it  ha<l  been 
thrown  into  a  cart  at  the  Mansion  House. 
It  proved  to  be  the  child  of  the  poor  wo- 
man.    How  its  life  was  saved  is  a  miracle. 
In   the  carriage-way  of  Mansion-Housc 
place  a  botly  of  a  woman  was  found,  evi- 
dently having   mot   with    a   similar   fate. 
She  lias    since   been   identified   as  Mr*. 
Crystal,  a  widow,   lately   a    resident  of 
Bridge    Street,      Hamiuursmith.       Two 
young   women      were  found    apparently 
dead  near  the   same   spot.     They   were 
conveyed  to  the  station  Seething  Lane, 
when,  on  account  of  the  serious  extent  of 
their  injuries,  they  wers  sent  to  the  hos- 
pital, where  they  are  still  alive  but   «juite 
insensible.     Their    names   are    yet    un- 
known.    The  police   report   many  cases 
where    the    partiei    broke     their'  limbs 
and   were   taken   to   the  hospital.     Not 
more   than    two   hours    after   the   above 
occumnce  took  place,  a   similar  frightful 
accident  took  place,  from  the  pressure  of 
the  mob,  on   Ludgate  Hill,  near  to  Far- 
ringdon    street.     It   is    feared    that  the 
above  &  r   not   the   only  fatal   accidents 
that  occurred  during  the   night  and  this 
morning.     There  are  several   parties  ly- 
ing in  a  dangerous  state  at  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's and  fJray's  Hospitals,  having  been 
knocked   c  wn   and   run  over.

Among  the  warlike   incidents    of  the 
Polish  insurrection,  the   battle   of  Wen- 
Brow  furnishes  one  of  thrilling  interest. 
On  the  3th  of  February-  a  large  force  of 
Poles  found  themsevles'  surpn.sed   by  the 
Russians  in  enual  numbers,  bntin  a  much 
more  favorable   position.     A   retreat   of 
the  Poh's  was  as  neccssar)'  as  it  appeared 
impossible.     At  this   iuncturc  two  hun- 
dred nobles,  most  of  them  young  men  of 
twenty  years,  ofTered   to   sacrifice     aem- 
selves  lor  the  good  of  all ;  they  mounted 
their  horses  and   charged  furiouslv  upon 
the  twenty  guns  of  the  Russian  column. 
For  fifteen  minutes  they  kept  the   atten- 
tion  of  the  enemy  occupied  ;   at   the   end 
of  that  time  a  charge  of  Russian  infantry 
settled  their  fate,  and  it  is  said  that  every 
man  of  them  perished  or  was   captured, 
but  the  main  body  had   meanwhile  made 
good  their  retreat ;  and  when   the  enemy 
had  again  time  to  look  about  them,  the 
Polish  fgrcc  had   reached  a  place  of  ad- 
vantage, fi-om  whence  their  fire  kept  the 
opposing  army  in  check.

The  representative  cbiefe  of  the  Choy- 
ennes,  Arapahoes,  ('omanches,  and  other 
Indian  tribes  from  the  plains,  accompan- 
ied by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs and  Superintendent  of  ihe  Census, 
visited  the  J^xecutivc  Mamion  on  the 
27th  ult.,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a 
talk  with  their  "(ireat  Father,"  the  Presi- 
«lcnt.  They  were  gaudily  dressed  for  the 
occasic  n,  and  formetl  a  semi-circle,  seated 
on  the  door  of  the  Kast  Kaoni. 

Among  the  many  spectators  present 
were  the  members  of  the  Caliinet.  several 
foreign  ministers, and  attaci>c-s  of  legation, 
together  with  the  ladies  of  their  house- 
holds. In  his  opening  speech  one  of  the 
chiefs  said  they  had  come  hither  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  desire  of  their  "Great  Father," 
and  were  thus  far  highly  gratified  with 
their  reception.  The  invitation  had  come 
for  them  through  the  ^air,  and  dropped 
down  like  a  bird.  This  was  in  allusion 
to  the  telegraphic  message  t3  the  Indi.an 
Superintendent.  The  President  replied, 
and  in  a  spirit  of  encouragement  pointed 
out  the  tlirt'erenee  between  the  Whites 
and  the  Indians,  both  as  to  their  numbers 
and  social  condition. 

lie  said  the  former  were  greater  and 
jirosperous.  because  they  depended  upon 
the  arts  of  pea(.e  and  the  fruits  of  the 
earth,  rather  than  upon  game  and  biittalo. 
Although  wc  were  engaged  in  a  great  and 
ugly  war,  yet  in  the  main  we  were  not  so 
much  disposed  to  light  and  kill  one  anoth- 
er as  our  red  brethren  had  been  to  slay 
us.  lie  remarked  that  it  was  the  desire 
of  the  Governmeut  to  live  on  tenns  of 
peace  with  them,  (^are  would  be  taken 
to  have  tlicm  comfortably  returned  to 
their  homes.  The  Indians  were  evidently 
plea«ed  with  their  reception,  and  parted 
with  the  Pn-sidei.t  after  the  lisnal  hand- 
shaking. The  objivt  in  bringing  them  to 
Washington  was  to  impress  them  with  the 
extent  of  our  country,  and  the  numbers 
and  power  of  our  people,  and  to  conclude 
with  t  hem  treaties  of  peace  of  vast  im- 
portance to  emigration  over  the  Plains.

Special  Di>iiatc!i  to  the  St.  Paul  Pr-'S. 

Cixcixx-Wi,  April  2. 
Gen.  Gilmore  and  staff  have  returned. 
Colonels  Kunkle  and  Wolford   bring   up 
the  rear  to  pick  up  prisoners. 

(Jen.  Pegram's  long  planned  and  boast- 
ed Kentucky  invasion  ended  in  a  destruc- 
tive and  disgraceful  defeat. 

They  came  up  with  the  enemy  in  bat- 
tle array  within  twelve  miles  of  Somer- 
set, at  Dutton's  Hill.  The  rebels  planted 
their  batteries  on  the  summit  of  the  hill. 
The  artillery  fight  lasted  an  hour  and  a 
half,  dismounting  three  rebel  guns. 

The  wings  commanded  by  Kunkle  and 
Wolford  then  advanced.  Knnkle's  com- 
mand was  dis.'nounted  and  found  it  too 
hot,  b'jt  when  the  enemy  commenced 
bhelllng  him  he  threw  aside  all  hesitation 
and  at  the  head  of  his  men  gallantly 
charged  up  the  hill  where  they  were  met 
by  a  terrific  fire.  They  paused  only  to 
take  breath,  and  with  a  shout  hurled  their 
column  upon  the  foe  at  the  same  time  that 
WoWord  on  the  right  and  Garrard  on  the 
centre  charged,  and  routed  them  com- 
pletely. 

Capt.  Stone  with  a  detachment  of  the 
•lith  Ohio,  encountered  a  body  of  S.-'Ott's 
and  Ashby's  cavalry  who  were  coining  to 
relieve  the  rebels..  We  took  sixty  pris- 
oners and  put  the  rest  to  fliglit. 

The  enemy  made  another  stand  three 
miles  below  Somerset,  and  were  again 
routed.  The  rebels  crossed  the  river  at 
ni;iht  in  yreat  disorder. 

Our  gallant  boys  were  too  much  ex- 
hausted after  the  repeated  victories  to 
follow  them  further.  Their  loss  in  killed 
and  captured  is  nearly  five  hundred. 

Our  loss  is  thirty-five  killed,  wounded 
and-mUsing.

The  British  Iron  screw  steamer  (ieorg- 
iana,  Capt.  Hudson,  lell  Nassau.  N.  P., 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  March  l.'>th,  for 
this  city,  having  on  board  a  valuable  cargo 
of  medicines,  liry  goods,  and  some  six 
pieces  of  field  artillery  ot  the  Whitmarsh 
and  HIakely  patterns.  .Vbout  1  o'clock 
on  Thursday  morning,  offUerree's  Break- 
ers, she  met  a  schooner  and  a  steamer 
These,  although  very  close,  were  passed 
successfully  and  without  notice ;  but  on 
proceeding  a  short  distance  she  dis<'over- 
ed  several  others,  and  a  rocket  about  this 
time  going  up,  the  block.iders  soon  com- 
menced chasing  and  firing. 

The  (icupjjiana  kept  on  her  course  for 
the  bar  until  her  rudder  was  disabled  by 
the  explosion  ol  a  .shell  under  her  stern, 
and  her  hull  was  penetrated  by  several 
shots,  one  i>f  whi<'h,  it  is  reported,  passed 
entirely  through  her.  At  one  time  the 
Yankues  were  so  close  that  the  order  to 
fire  and  the  direction  to  trail  their  giiriS 
could  be  dretinctly  heanl. 

To  prevent  capture,  the  Georgiana  was 
run  ashore  on  Long  Island  beach,  and 
thu  pipes  leading  to  the  vessel  were  cut, 
letting  a  large  amount  ol  water  into  the 
hold,  which  it  is  hoped  will.  previ;nt  the 
enemy  from  securing  the  vessel  or  cargo. 
The  Captain,  pilot  and  most  of  (he  crew 
h.ive  rea"hed  this  city  in  their  boats.

A  Sad  Case. 

The  Springfield  Republican  says  : 
The  Boston  Police  Court  of  Saturday 
brought  to  light  an  unusually  sad  case  of 
a  woman  arrested  for  vagrancy.  She  was 
once  the  wife  of  one  who  held  the  presi- 
dency of  a  corporation,  respected  by  all 
classes  in  the  community,  living  in  style, 
surrounded   with  all  the   luxuries  of  life, 
and  visited   by  the   wealthy  and  fashion- 
able citizens   of  Boston  and  Salem.     But 
the  husband  lived  beyond  his  means,  and 
his  downfall  had  to  come  sooner  or  later. 
Less  than   ten    vears   ago  the  community 
was  startled  to  hear  that  Mr.  — ^  was   a 
defaulter  to   a  very  large  amount  to  the 
corporation.     His  wife   stood   by   hire  in 
the  hour  of  adversity,  and  h%^anaged  to 
get   clear  of  the    charges    against"  him 
without  being  sent  to  prison.     But  his 
character    and   reputation   were  ruined. 
lie  went  to  New  \o4k,  and  in  a  few  short 
months  was  again  arrested,  thig  time   for 
robbing  the  mails,  and  is  now  serving  out 
a  term  of  imprisonment  in  the  Connecti- 
cut State  Prison.

He  knew  noth- 
ing about  bees,  but  got  Mr.  Quinby's 
work  on  the  subject,  and  mastered  It.  It 
is  almost  incredible  what  the  skill  and 
energy  of  Mr.  II.  have  accomplished  with 
that  one  wild  swarm  of  bees.

It  would  pay  an  apiarist 
to  go  a  hundred  miles  to  take  lesson.s  of 
Mr.  11.  lie  is  communicative,  and  has 
no  patent  for  his  new  htve.  All  credit  to 
Mr.  II. ;  he  Is  certainly  a  very  useful  man. 
If  we  had  a  few  more  such,  we_need  not 
lack  lor  sweet. 

I  think,  that  one 
section  will  sustain  two  hundred  and  fifty 
•stocks  of  bees.  This  would  be  for  one 
to%vnship  of  M  sections,  9,000  stocks,  pro- 
ducing 4.'iU,000  pounds  of  honey,  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  pounds  to  the  hive.  And 
this  IS  what  Mr.  H.  realizes  after  leaving 
enough  to  winter  the  bees.  Thus  we 
have  In  this  little  precinct  {js^COOO  of  un- 
developed wealth  in  the  matter  of  honev 
at  a  bit  a  pound ;  which.  If  produced, 
would  support  many  families,  sweeten 
many  palates,  and  not  detract  from  any 
other  branch  of  business.  It  may  be  in- 
ferred that  Minnesota  miyht  produce 
honey  enough  to  sweeten  all  the  world 
and  the  rest  of  mankind.

Mr.  Mason's 
letters  urge  the  Governnieut  to  recognize 
the  Confederate  Sutes,  and  to  break  the 
blockade.  Ue  goes  into  long  arguments 
on  international  law ;  but  most  of  Earl 
Russell's  replies  are  merely  courteous 
acknowledgments  of  having  received  his 
communications.  On  the  2il  of  August, 
however.  Earl  Russell  writes  : 

"  In  the  face  of  the  fluctuating  events 
of  the  war:  the  alternations  of  victory 
and  defeat ;  the  capture  of  New  Orleans  ; 
the  advance  of  the  Federals  to  Corinth, 
to  Memphis,  and  the  banks  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi as  far  as  Vicksburg,  contrasted 
on  the  other  hantl.  with  the  failure  of  the 
attack  on  Charleston,  and  the  retreat 
from  before  Richmond ;  placed,  too,  ln-- 
twcen  allegations  so  contradictory  on  the 
part  of  the  contending  powers.  Her  Maj- 
esty's government  are  still  determined  to 
wait." 

In  the  beginnirg  of  this  year,  Mr. 
Mason  addressed  to  the  Foreign  Olhcc  a 
letter  merely  dated  "January,  lsO:'i,"  in 
whidh  he  objects  to  the  views  of  the  En- 
glish Government  on  the  subject  of 
blockades.  In  reply  to  this,  Earl  Rus- 
sell wr  tes : 

"I   have,    in  the  first  place,  to  assure 
vou     that    Ilcr    Majesty's    Government 
wonld  much  regret  if  you  should  feel  that 
any  want  of  respect  was  intended  by  the 
circumstance  of  a  mere  acknowledgment 
of  vour   letter   having   hitherto  been  ad- 
dressed  to   you.       With    regard  to  the 
question    contained  in    it,  I    have  to  say 
that    Her   Majesty's    Government  see  no 
reason  to  qualify  the  languag»'  employed 
in  my  dispatch  to  Lord  Lyons  of  the  10th 
of    February  last.      It  appears   to  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  be  sufficientlv 
clear  that   the  declaration  of  Paris  could 
not  be  intended  to  mean  that  a  port  must 
be   so   blockaded   as   really  to   prevent 
access  to  all  winds,  and  independently  of 
whether  the   communication  which  might 
be  carried  on  in  a  dark  night,  or  by  means 
of  small   low   steamer*   or  coasting  craft 
creeping   along  the   shore;  or  in  short, 
that  it  was  necessary  that  communication 
with  a  port  under  blockade  should  be  ut- 
terly  and   absolutely    impossible    under 
anv  circumstance. 

"  In  further  illustration  of  this  remark, 
I  may  say.  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  block- 
ade would  be  in  legal  existence  although 
a  sudden  storm  or  change  of  wind  occa- 
sionally blew  off  the  stiu.tdron.  This  is 
a  change  to  which,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
every  blockade  is  liable.  Such  an  acci- 
dent does  not  suspend,  much  less  break, 
a  blockade.  Whereas,  on  the  contrary,

In  every  brigade  there  shall  be  kept  a 
Brigade  Roll  of  Honor,  on  which  shall  be 
inscribed    the    regiment    rolls,    and.    in 
addition  thereto,  the  names  of  four  Lieu- 
teaants,  four  Captains.and  two  Field  offi- 
cers, below  the   ranks  of  Colonel,  most 
distinguished  for  gallantry  in  action,  pro- 
fessional knowledge,    skill,    energy,  and 
zeal  in  the  performance  of  duty.  Brigade 
Rolls  of  Honor  shall  be  published  in  Bri- 
gade G«neral  Orders,  and  copies  sent  to 
Division  and   Department  Headquarters. 
Each  Army  Corps  shall  have  a  roll  of 
honor,  composed  of  Brigade  rolls,    and, 
in  addition  thereto,  the  names  of  General, 
Field  and  Staff  officers,  who   win  espeial 
distinction  by  noble  and  heroic   conduct. 
The  name  of  any   one  on  the  Roll   of 
Honor,   may   be   stricken  therefrom  for 
misconduct,   or    for    falling    below    the 
standara,  by  regimental,   brigade,    divis- 
ion, or  superior  commanders,  or  by  sen- 
tence of  court  martial.     Vacancies  arising 
from  these  or  other  causes,   shall  be  im- 
mediately filled  in   the   manner  already 
prescribed.      Whoever    shall    receive   a 
medal  for  distinguished  service,  shall  have 
Iiis  name  placed  on  the  Roll  of  Honor. 

Officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates  may  have  their  names  placed 
upon  the  Rolla  of  Honor  by  the  General 
commanding,  for  particular  acts  of  hero- 
ism that  may  come  under  his  observation.

The  declaration    of  Paris,  was,  in  truth, 
directed  against  what  were  once   termed 
'paper  blockades';    that   is,    blockades 
not  sustained  by  any  actual  force,  or  sus- 
tained by  a  notoriously  inadequate  naval 
force,  such  as  the   occasional  appearance 
of  a  man-of-war  in  the  olfing,  or  the  like. 
The  ade^iuacy  of  the   force   to   maintain 
the  blockade  must,  indeed,   always,  to   a 
certain  extent,  l>e   one   of  fact  an«i   evi- 
dence;  but  it   does  not   appear   that  in 
any    of    the     numerous    cases    brought 
before    the     prize     courts    in    America 
the     inadetjuacy      of     the      force     has 
been   urged  by   those   who   wonld   have 
been  most  interested    in   urging   against 
the  legality  of  the  seizure.     The   inter- 
pretation, therefore,  placetl  by  Her  Ma- 
jesty's government  on   the  declaration  of 
Paris  was  that  a  blockade,  in  order  to  be 
respected  bv    neutrals,    must    be   practi- 
cally effective.     At  the  time  I   wrote  my 
despatch  to  Lord   Lyons,   her   Majesty's 
government    were   of    opinion   that   the 
blockade  of  the  Southern  ports  could  not 
be  otherwise  than  so  regarded  ;  and  cer- 
tainly the  manner  in   which   it   has  since 
been  enforced  gives   to   neutral   govern- 
ments no  excuse   for  asserting   that   the 
blockade  has  not  l>een  sufficiently   main- 
tained.    It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  same 
view  of  the  meaning  and  effect  of  the  ar- 
ticle of  the  declaration   of  Paris   on  the 
subject  of  blockades  which   is   above  ex- 
plained was  taken  by    the   rei>resentative 
of  the  United  States  at  the  Court  of  St. 
James'  (Mr.    Dallas,)    during   the   com- 
munications  which   passed   between  the 
two  governments  some  years   before  the 
present  war,  with  a  view  to  the  accession 
of  the  United  States  to  that  declaration."

From  Bannock  City.— We  have  been 

•hown  a  letter  from  Mike  Dobbins,  formerly  em- 
ployed in  this  office,  dated  at  Bannock  City,  the 
Capital  of  Idaho  Territory,  wljich  was  created  by 
th«  la«t  Congress .  3Iike  was  in  one  of  the  trains 
of  gold  seekers  who  went  over  last  summer  to 
the  Salmon  Kiver  mines.  Bannock  City  is  a  Min- 
nesota settlement,  the  men  of  our  companies  hav- 
ing flr»t  settled  it,  and  many  of  them  still  reside 
there.  Mr.  Dobbins  says  it  costs  50  cents  to  send 
a  letter  to  Salt  Lake  City,  400  miles,  and  the  car- 
riers are  frequently  killed  on  the  way.  He  re- 
ports the  mines  there  aa  quite  rich,  claims  giving 
from  ^S  to  $100  per  day,  for  each  man  digging, 
and  wages  about  $i>  a  day.  Mr.  Dobbins  .says 
the  Indians  (Snakes  and  Bannocks)  are  very  hos- 
tile to  tho  whites  and  threaten  to  drive  them 
away.  The  whites  number  about  *>>,  all  well 
armed.  The  rate  of  provisions  at  the  mines  are 
as  follows  :  Flour,  ¥■  bbl.,  *•»;  beans,  «'lb36c;

I  spring  in  store,  but 
as  soon  as  tha  dispatches  from  New  York  came 
to  liand,  showing  a  parti  »l  lo.^s  in  tho  advance 
of  yesterday  in  gold,  the  tendency  ol  the  market 
was  rapidly  downward  tntil  it  touched  1,17  for 
No.  1  iu  store  At  this  Cjiare  there  were  numer- 
ous buyers;  sellers,  howe/er,  were  not  disposed 
to  concede  to  so  great  a  re  luction.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  gold  was  really  no  lower  than  on 'change 
y<sterday,  fcnd  but  liltl»  'vassoldat  that  figure. 


Cabinet ;  that  he  would  seek  to  termi- 
nate the  vvar,  not  to  j>ush  it  to  extremi- 
ty ;  that  ho  would  endeavt)r  to  elVcct  a 
reconciliation  with  the  people  of  the  South, 
and  retiounce  the  idea  ol  subjugating  or 
exterminating  them. 

On  the  following  mortiing,  however,  in- 
telli^rcnce  arrived  liom  Washingtoti  which 
dashed  the  risutg  hopes  of  the  Conserv.v 
tives.  It  was  announced  that  (Jen.  Mc- 
Clellan  had  been  dismissed  Irom  command 
of  the  army  of  the  rotomac,  and  ordered 
to  repair  to  his  home ;  that  he  had,  in 
lart,  been  removed  altogether  from  active 
service.  The  (.Jeneral  had  been  regarded 
as  the  representative  of  the  conservative 
principle  in  the  army.  Support  of  him 
had  been  made  one  ol  /'lie  articles  of  the 
conservative  electoj^  programme.  His 
dismissal  was  ^^  n  as  a  sign  that  the 
President  Ic^  .rown  himself  entirely  into 
the  arms  oi  the  radical  party,  ami  that 
the  attempt  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  that 
party  would  be  persisted  iu.  The  irri- 
tation of  the  conservatives  of  New  York 
was  certainly  very  great ;  it  seemed,  how- 
ever, to  be  not  unmi.xed  with  consterna- 
tion and  despondency. 

Sereral  uf  the  Ifuilers  nj'  the  Democratic 
party  sought  interviews  icith  inc.  both  be- 
fore  and  alter  the  arrival  of  the  intel- 
li'jence  of  (Jen.  McVltHanjt  dimniaaal. 
The  subject  uppermost  in  their  minds 
while  they  were  speaking  to  me  was  na- 
turally that  of  foreign  mediation  between 
North  and  South.  Many  of  theinseemeu 
to  think  that  this  mediation  must  come  at 
last ;  but  they  appeared  to  Le  very  imich 
afraid  of  its  coming  too  .soon.  It  was 
evident  that  they  apprehended  that  a  pre- 
mature proposal  of  foreign  intervention 
would  afl'ord  the  radical  party  a  means  of 
reviving  the  violent  war  sjurit,  and  of 
thus  defeating  the  peaceful  plans  of  the 
conservatives.  They  appeared  to  regard 
the  present  moment  as  peculiarly  unfav- 
orable for  such  an  olFer,  .ind,  indeed,  to 
hold  that  it  would  be  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  any  proposal  from  abroad  that  it 
should  be  deferred  until  the  control  of 
the  e.xecutive  government  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  couservativc  party. 

1  gave  no  opinion  on  the  subject.  I  did 
not  say  whether  or  not  I  iny.«elf  thought 
foreign  intervention  probable  or  advis- 
able ;  but  I  listened  with  attention  to  the 
accounts  given  me  of  the  plann  and  hopes 
of  the  Conserv.ttivc  party.  At  the  bottom 
I  thought  I  perceived  a  desire  to  ptit  an 
end  to  the  tear,  even  at  the  risk  of  losing 
the  Southern  States  altogether ;  but  it  was 
plain  that  it  was  not  thought  prudent  to 
avow  this  desire.  Indeed,  some  hints  of 
if,  dropped  before  the  elections,  were  so 
ill  received  that  a  strong  declaration  in 
the  contrary  .«!ense  was  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Democratic  leaders. 

At  the  present  moment,  therefore,  the 
chiefs  of  the  conservative  party  call  londlv 
for   a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  the 
war,  and   reproach  the  (ioverntnent  with 
slackness  as  well  as  want  of  success  in  its 
milit  ry  measures.      But  they  repudiate 
all  idea  of  interfering  with  the  institutions 
of  the   Southern   people,   or  of  waging  a 
war   of     subjugation  or    e-xtermiiLition. 
They  maintain  that  the  object  of  the  milita- 
ry operations  should  be  to  place  the  North 
in  a  position  to  demand  an  armistice  with 
honor  and  with  effect.      The    armistice 
should  (they  hold)  be  followed  by  a  con- 
vention,   in   which   luch  changes  of    the 
Constitution  should  be  pro|>oscd  as  would 
give  the  South  ample  security  on  the  sub- 
ject of  its  slave  property,  and  would  ena- 
ble   the  North   an«i  the  South  to  reunite 
and  live  together  in  peace  and  harmony. 
The  conservatives  profess   to  think  that 
the  South  might  be  induced  to  take  part 
in  such  a  convention,  and  that  the  restor- 
ation of  the  Union  would   be  the  result. 
The  more  sagacious  members  of  the  par- 
ty must,  howc'ver,  look  upon  the  proposal 
of  such  a  convention  merely  as  a  last  ex- 
periment to  test  the  possibility  of  reun- 
ion.    They    are,   no   doubt,    well  aware 
that  the   more  probable    consequence  of 
an  armistice  vould  be  the  establishment  of 
Southern  independence ;  but  they  perceive 
that  if  the  South    is  .oo  utterly  alienated 
that  no  possible  concessions  will  induce  it 
to  return   volunt.trily  to  the  Union,  it  is 
wiser  to  agree  to  separation  than  to  pros- 
ecute a  cruel  and  hopeless  tear. 

It  is  with  reference  to  such  an  armis- 
tice as  they  desire  to  attain,  that  the  lead- 
ers of  the  conservative  i)arty  regards  the 
(jucstion  of  foreign  niediation.  They 
think  that  the  ofler  of  mediation,  if  made 
to  a  radical  administration,  would  be  re- 
jected ;  that  if  made  at  an  unpropitious 
moment,  it  might  increase  the  virulence 
with   which   the   war  is  prosecuted 


President  Liucoln  coinn[mnicati"e.      He 

says : 

"AH  things  considered,  my  own  opin- 
ion certainly  is  that  the  present  moment 
is  not  a  favorable  one  for  making  an  offer 
of  niediation.  It  might  embarrass  the 
peace  party,  and  even  obli<;e  them,  in  or- 
der to  maintain  their  popularity,  to  make 
some  public  declaration  against  it,  and 
this  might  make  it  dillicult  (or  them  to 
accej  t  a  similar  olFer  at  a  more  propitious 
time.  ♦  •  •  • 

"It  is,  indeed,  urged  by  .some  people 
that  mediation  should  be  offered,  not  so 
much  with  a  view  to  its  being  accepted, 
as  to  [its  clearing  the  way  for  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  And, 
indee<l.  if  it  ireredetennined  that  the  time 
had  come  for  recognizing  that  Confeder- 
acy, no  doubt  an  oj'er  of  mediation  'tcould 
be  a  suitable  preliminary.  But  I  do  not 
clearly  understand  what  advantage  ia  ex- 
pected to  result  from  a  simjile  recogni- 
tion of  the  Southern  Government ;  and  I 
presume  that  the  Kuropean  Bowers  do  not 
contemplate  breaking  up  the  blockade  by 
force  ol  arms,  or  engaging  in  hostilities 
with  the  United  States  in  support  of  the 
independence  of  the  South," 

Lord  Lyons  concludes  by  saying : 
"The  immediate  aud  obvious  interest  of 
(heat  Britain,  as  teell  as  the  rest  of  Ku- 
rope,  is  that  peace  and  prosperity  should 
be  restored  to  this  country  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  point  chiefly  worthy  of  con- 
sideration appears  to  b»^  whether  separa- 
tion or  reunion  be  the  nioro  likely  to 
eliect  this  object, 

— It  is  a  singular  fact  that  the  rebel 
prisoners  taken  in  Southern  Kentucky 
knew  of  the  appointment  of  Burnside  to 
his  present  eotmnand,  and  the  movement 
of  the  I»th  army  corps  westward,  before 
the  appointment  had  been  made  public,  or 
a  loyal  paper,  K.<ist  or  West,  had  intimated 
such  a  change  of  commanders.  It  is  evi- 
«lent  tli.it  the  rebels  tlo  not  wait  for  daily 
new.spapers  for  their  information.

AIho,  whether  the  claim  is  in  riiht  of 
the  peMon  making  it,  or  in  right  of  another 
througli  executor,  ailministrator.  guardian 
trustee,  or  the  lilce.  which  representative  charac- 
ter niuHi  be  properlT  proved  and  «hown.  It  must 
«tate  tlie  liabituul  placi' of  residence  of  the  Ijene- 
hciary  and  claimant.  The  c.mplaint  munt  specify 
ax  near  as  practicable  the  particular  band  of^Indi- 
ans  who  committed  the  depredation;  or,  when 
the  iiyury  wan  received  from  the  troopsi  of  the 
I  iiiteti  States,  it  must  name  the  commanding 
otTiceror  otherwise  identilV  t!i«-  militaiy  force- 
and  further  hhow  that  no  reparation  or  eompen- 
Mation  has  U'en  received  for  such  loss  or  iiiiury 
The  complaint  must  utate  clearlv  the  nature  of 
the  injury,  and  value  and  kind 'of  proixTty  de- 
stroyed, together  with  fh.t  amount  of  damage 
8u»tain.-d,  and  when  aud  where  it  accruinl 
whether  direct  or  consecjuential.  If  the  injury 
w-as  to  the  <|..micil  of  the  complainant,  that  fact 
should  cl.-arly  appear;  and  for  ii  better  adjudica- 
tion ot  the  case  it  should  be  stated  whetiier  anv 
and  what  members  of  the  family  were  killed 
wounded,  or  disabled,  and  who  are  the  survivor.< 

2.  Tlie  mere  atfldavit  of  the  party  will  not  of 
its.'ir  be  sufficient  to  estab  ish  tlie  claim,  without 
adducing  other  proofs  such  as  are  adniis«ible  in 
a  court  of  justice.  Witnesses  will  be  heard  In  be- 
tialfof  the  claimant,  and  commissions  will  be 
issued  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  request  of 
the  party  to  take  such  written  testimony  as  in 
thn  discretion  of  the  Commissioners  iuar  bo 
thought  right  and  proper. 

•1.  Tntil  further  order,  all  claims  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  <  ommissioners  at  their  olfico  in  the 
town  of  .St.  Peter,  Minne.suta. 

1.  In  the  hearing  of  cases  preference  will  be  giv- 
en, as  to  time,  to  tlie  heads  ot  families ;  and  of  that 
class,  those  who  have  Ijeen  despoiled  of  their 
homt-s,  and  the  more  helpless  and  destitute  will 
bo  first  in  order;  other  ca.ses  will  be  docketed  for 
hearing  in  the  order  of  merit  or  urgency,  as  shall 
appear  to  the  Commissioners  when  pre.sented. 
All  claims  properly  lileil  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of.)une  next,  will  be  heard  before  those  subse- 
<)u.-ntlv  presented.  No  claim  can  be  presen.ed 
after  tlio  first  day  of  Septemljer  next. 

J.  The  statute  does  not  authorizo  the  Com- 
missioners to  make  any  allowance  to  claimants 
for  tlie  fees  of  their  own  witnesses  or  other  ex- 
penses of  proving  and  prosecuting  tlieir  claims. 

C.  The  fund  to  be  apportioned  by  the  Commis- 
sioners can  only  be  distributed  to  families  whose 
claims  are  presented  on  or  before  the  first  dav  of 
June  next.  Claims  thereafter  presented,  until, 
and  including  the  first  dav  of  .September  next  en- 
suing, will  be  heard  and"  adjudicated,  but  must 
abide  the  further  action  of  Congress  or  of  the 
proper  Department. 

7.  In  distributing  the  moneys  apportioned,  no 
payment  can  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  ex- 
ceeding the  sura  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  anv 
one  family.  In  apportioning  this  fund,  if  found 
Insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the  law,  small 
claims  will  have  the  preference;  and  injuries  in- 
juries involving  the  loss  of  hou.«ehoId  goods, 
farming  ►tock  or  utensils,  or  the  destruction  ot 
the  domlciii-,  and  all  cases  of  extreme  hardship, 
will  be  preferred  to  claims  of  another  class.  No 
award  can  be  paid  until  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

8.  Thii  duties  of  the  Commissioners  bi>ing  two- 
fold—l»t,  to  award  early  and  linilted_j-enef  to 
familic*  when  claims  may  be  preseAfed  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  June  next;  and,  Ud,  to 
ascertain  the  irhvle  amount  of  damages  sus- 
Uinnd  from  the  causes  named  in  the  act,  and 
the  persons  who  have  suffered  the  same,  and 
no  appropriation  iKMug  yet  made  except  for  the 
first  named  object,  to  avoid  imiiosition  it  will  be 
required  of  those  seeking  the  benefit  of  the  pre*- 
ent  appropriation  to  make  known  to  the  Commis- 
sioners the  constituent  members  of  their  respect- 
ive families,  and  the  relation  in  which  the  cmim- 
ant  stands  to  the  tame. 

9.  The  <'ommi8sion  will  hold  its  first  session 
at  St.  Peter  on  the  JUt  day  of  March  inst.,  ad- 
journing from  day  to  day  theteafler  until  further 
or  other  order,  of  which  due  notice  will  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  newspapt'r  published  at  .Saint 
Peter,  or  otherwise. 

A  supplemental  act  or  Congress  appeared 
March  3d,  IWW,  applies  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  February  10th,  "to  all  damages  sustained  fiy 
reason  of  depredations  and  injuries  by  said  Indi- 
ans, as  therein  set  forth,  in  the  State  of  Iowa 
and  Territory  of  Dakota,  as  well  as  In  the  State 
of  Minnesota.''

ion.    But  the  same  sense  of  public  duty, 
not  unmingled  with  commiseration,  which 
obliges    us    to    refer   to    the    melancholy 
proofs   of  intellectual  weakness  afTorded 
by  his  brief  official  career,  makes   it   still 
more  incumbent  on  us  to  point  to  his  rec- 
ord on  that  occasion  as  afTordin;^  still  more 
lamentable  proofs  of  that  peculiar  moral 
weakness,  that    easy  pliability  of  temper, 
which,  however  amiable  and  engaging    in 
private  life,  necessarily  unfits  him  for  any 
position  requiring  firmness   of    will,   and 
decision  of  character. 

The  Land  firant  to  the  Old  Northwest- 
ern Railroad  Company  had  been  repealed 
by  Congress  on  account  of  a  fraudulent 
alteration  of  the  bill  as^  parsed  by  that 
body.  The  Company  had,  however,  be- 
fore the  repeal,  made  some  partial  at- 
tempts at  construction,  in  anticipation  of 
the  repeal,  so  as  to  furnish  a  basis  for  a 
plea  of  vested  rights  in  the  grant. 

Mr.  Warren  as  I'.  S.  District  Attorney 
was  induced  by  them  to  bring  an  action 
for  trespass,  we  believe,  against  the  Rail- 
road Company,  or  at  least  in  such  a  form 
that  the  Company  were  sure  to  win. 
They  did  win  in  the  courts  of  this  State, 
when  the  case  was  carried  up  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States.  If 
the  suit  had  been  admitted  to  a  hearin**  in 
that  Court  the  same  result  must  have  fol- 
lowed, and  thus  theN.  W.  Railroad  Com- 
pany would  have  obtained  from  the  high- 
est tribunal  in  the  country  a  very  cheap 
decision  in  their  favor.  The  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  saw  the 
trap  and  immediately  dismissed  the  suit 
which  bad  been  brought  by  Mr.  Warren, 
In  all  this  Mr.  Warren,  whose  official 
duty  it  was  to  protect  tlie  rights  of  the 
United  States  in  the  premises,  allowed 
himself— we  are  willing  to  believe  uncon- 
sciously— to  become  a  mere  tool  in  the 
hands  of  the  sharpers  who  were  trvin<»  to 
fleece  the  Government  out  of  several 
million  acres  of  land. 

Can  such  a  man,  howev?r  excellent  in 
private  life,  be  fit  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  grave  responsibilities  which  devolve 
upon  the  "Chief  Magistracy"  of  such  a 
city  as  St.  Paul.

Amonrf  the  feu  who  voted  ajianst  these 
mildly  patriotic  resolutions  stands  eon- 
spiecuotisly  recoided  the  name  of  Jotix 
K.  Wauuf.x,  lay  lieUijate from  Minne^uta. 

But  John  Esai  IS  was  not  content  with 
voting  against  the  resolutions  alone,  but 
in  the  course  of  the  debate  upon  them  bit- 
terly denounced  them  in  an  elaborate 
speech  which  he  liad  prepared  for  the  oc- 
casion. We  find  the  following  report  of 
.Mr.  Warren's  rt  marks  iu  a  New  York 
paper  of  that  dati  : 

Soon  a*  the  deci  Ion  was  made,  a  layman, 
Mr.  Warren,  from  Al  innesoca,  arose  and  made  a 
sp^'Ch,  or  rather  rod  an  essay.  He  said  the 
spirit  of  radicalism  had  crawled  likeaserrent 
into  the  Convention.  What  radicalism  had  don.- 
tor  the  state,  it  wou  d  do  for  the  Chu-ch.  Tho 
resolutions  would  di>  ide  the  House,  and  a  house 
divided  against  itself  could  not  sand.  It  was 
time  to  cry  wolf,  for  the  wolf  had  com-.  ."Shad 
we  cenjure  the  Church  South,  for  doing  what  she 
could  not  avoid?  <>ur  Southern  brethren  hav.- 
separated  from  the  ..ate.  not  from  the  Church 
W  e  must  not  auathernatiae  the  Church  .South  for 
praying  for  their  I'jssident,  any  more  than  we 
should  censure  the  t  hurch  of  England  f«»r  prav- 
ing  fo»t^u'en  Victoria.  We  must  not  comlem'n 
our  brothers  at  the  South  :  Christ  did  not  cou 
demu  the  thi..'f  upon  the  cross. 

And  yet  the  lesolutions  which  Mr. 
Warren  so  harshl  i-  and  unqualifiedly  de- 
nounced were  a  mere  carefully  guarded 
expression  of  sympathy  for  the  Govern- 
ment and  of  loyal  concern  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Union  in  which,  out  ol 
deference  to  the  Southern  element  pres- 
ent,   every   phrast    of  condemnation    of 

the     Southern    rebellion   was    carefully 
qualified. 

Yet  even  this  mild  and  cautious  affirma- 
tion of  the  first  prneiple  of  patrictism  is 
wrathfullv,  and  as  far  as  his  gentle  nature 
would  permit,  evt  n  fiercely  assailed  by 
John  Esaias.  W;ien  so  meek  and  dove- 
like a  soul  as  John's  is  stirred  up  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  call  anything  a  "serpent" 
and  a  "wolf,"  yoit  may  be  sure  that  he 
hates  the    object  of  these  harsh  epithets 

with   all   the  inlcn  lity  of  which   he  is  ca- 
pable. 

What  then  was  the  object  upon  which 
John  Esaias  launcl  ed  the  mimic  thunders 
of  his  metaphorical  invective  ? 

The  loyal  spirit  expressed  in  the  above 
resolutions— thit  ii  the  "serpent"  which 
John  Esaias  saw  "crawling  into  the  con- 
vention ;"  the  determination  to  stand  by 
the  Government — that  is  the  "  wolf  "  on 
which  John  Esaias  sets  the  terrier  do^s 
of  his  denunciativ  n.  Democrats:  will 
you  vote  tor  a  man  who  wouldn't  votoilor 
a  resolution  to  sustain  the  Government 
and  to  pray  for  the  blessing  of  heaven 
on  its  eflorts  to  pre  icrve  the  Union  ?  And 
on  the  whole,  sine*  the  question  of  ante- 
cedents has  been  brought  up,  what  do 
I  you  think  of  the  ai  teceden's  of  John  E 
Warren  ? 


The  reckless  attempt  of  the  Pioneer  to 
create  prejudice  against   Dr.   Stewart  by 
referring  to  his    record  in   the  State  Sen- 
ate,   is   alrc.tdy    recoiling  upon  its  own 
head.     It  h.ts  been  driven  to  acknowicdtro 
the  entire   falsity   of  its   confident   state- 
ments, in  relation   to  the  Peace  Conven- 
tion   and   the   Crittenden    Coinpromi.«:e, 
confessing  that   Dr.    Stewart  was  not  in 
the  Senate  at  that   time.     The   .acknowl- 
edment  of  one  gross  blunder  is,  however, 
repeated   In    another   form   by   allusions 
m.ade  to  the  passage  of  the  present  Leg- 
islative  a{>portioniuent   Act.     Reference 
is  made  by  that  paper  to  the  proposition 
for  giving  a  "Republican  District  in  the 
Southi  rn  part    of  the    .St.ate,    with  2,.'>(.)0 
inhabitants,  one  Senator,  .and  the  opposi- 
tion to  giving  Ramsey    County  a  greater 
representation  with  l.-WO  pojiulatlon." 

In   this  statement  the  important  fact  is 
concealed  and  kept  back  that    this    "  Re- 
publican   District"   was    to  have  but  firo 
Reprentatives,  while  Ramsey  County  was 
to  have  Jive.     Such  were   the  fad 3  when 
Dr.  Stewart  first  voted  tor  the  Bill ;  and 
here,  let  it  not  be  forgotten  by  the  elect- 
ors of  St.  I'aul,  that    it  was  finally  bv  his 
willing  and   zealous    elForts  (but  without 
the  fear  of  "  indignation"  from  anyquar. 
ter)  that    Ramsey    County   received   her 
present  liberal  representation  of /ict*  Sen- 
ators   and    three    Representatives.       It 
.>hoiild  be    remembci-ed   also,   that   when 
this  Bill,  so  fair  and  generous  to  St.  Paul, 
came  up  for  final    action  it  was  zealouslv 
sujiportetl  and  vot  ;d  for  by  Dr.  Stewart ; 
and  voted  against  by  Mr.  Hall  and  every 
Democrat  then  in  the  Senate. 

Had  Dr.  Steward  p'lrsurcd  a  narrow 
and  selfish  coarse,  and  looked  only  to  his 
own  personal  and  political  interests,  he 
would  have  uiiitod  in  the  strenuous  efforts 
to  defeat  this  measure.  lie  had  been 
elected  to  the  Senate  for  two  years,  but 
by  ai  ling  in  making  tho  Bill  a  law  he  was 
ileprived  of  half  his  term.  He  generous- 
ly sacrificed  his  .daini  to  a  seat  in  t!ic 
most  influential  public  body  of  the  State 
lor  the  great  purpose  of  reform  in  the 
public  expenditures. 

By  the  prompt  manner  in  which  he  aid- 
ed in  securing   the    passage  o(  that  Ap- 
portionment Law,  he  conferred   a  lasting 
ixnefit  upon  thi;  burdened  tax  payers   of 
St.  Paul  and  of  the  entire  State.     It  was 
was  one  of  the  great  measures  of  retrench- 
ment of  that  important  session.     The  e.x- 
penditures  of  the  Legislnture  were  enor- 
mous, and  had  become  almost  intolerable 
under  ^fcccasin  rule.      Thirty-seven  Sen- 
ators were  then  in  the    Senate  and  eighty 
Representative  in   the  House  !     Ramsey 
and    Hennepin   counties   each,   had  three 
Senators  and  six   Representatives — eigh- 
teen from  both.     In  spite  of  the   inveter- 
ate opposition  of  Hall,  Cowan  and  otliers 
this  overwhelming  representation  was  cut 
down  to   Itcenty-onc   in   the    Senate  and 
forty-one  in  the    House.     This    act  alone 
has  saved  the  people  of  Minnesota  within 
the  last  three  years  about  One  HuNmiKU 
Tnoi.>sA.M>  DoLLAits.  and  to  the  lastin.^ 
honor  and  credit  of  Dr.    Stewart  he  was 
a  most  efficient  meuibcr  in  procuring  its 
passage. 

To  his  efl'orts,  to  a  great  extent,  peo- 
ple of  this  city  are  indebted  to  other  im- 
portant measures  of  retrenchment,  and 
this  mean  attempt  to  disparage  his  excel- 
lent record  as  a  Sen.ator,canonIv  strength- 
en  him  still  more  in  the  estimation  of 
every  gjod  and  loyal  citizen. 


TUB  nCATH  OF  DB.  X^  BOITTJl.. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  are  called 
upon  to  record  the  sudden  death,  on  Fri- 
day morning  last,  at  St.  Peter,  of  Dr.  C. 
W.  Le  Boutillier,  the  surgeon  of  the 
Ninth  Regiment.  His  death,  which  took 
place  after  an  illness  of  but  two  hours, 
was  caused,  it  is  reported,  by  congestion 
of  the  lungs  and  liver. 

It   is   a  melancholy  commentarj-  upon 
the   uncertainty  of   life  that   the    Doctor 
had  been  making  arrangcmenLs  to  come 
down  on  a  visit  to  his  family  on  the  vcrv 
boat  which  brought   down   his    remains. 
He  had  died  but  a   few  hours  before  the 
arrival  of  the  boat  at  St.  Peter,  and  pro- 
b.ibly  the  first  intelligence  his  familv,  who 
live  at   St.  Anthony,  had  of  his   illness, 
was  the  terrible  news  received  on  Sund.iy 
night  th.it  his  body  was  at  Fort  Snelling. 
His  death  will  be  deeply  deplored   by 
thousands   in   the   neighborhood   of   the 
Falls,  where  his  high  repute   as  a   physi- 
cian nuade  his  name   and   face  familiar  lo 
every  household,  and  where   he  was  held 
in  great  estimation   for  his  generous   and 
noblo   qualities.     Hundreds  in    this  citv 
and  in  the  army,  where   his  professi  mal 
services  have  been  employed  for  the   last 
two  years,  will  share   in   the  grief  of  his 
afllicted  family. 

Dr.  LeBoutillipr  was,  we  believe,  a  na- 
tive of  France,  perhaps  of  Lower  Canada. 
At  any  rate,  he  was  educated  in  France  ; 
and,  in  addition  to  a  thorough  mastery  of 
his  profession,  w.as  a  man  of  fine  culture 
and  keen  intelligence.  He  has  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  been  a  citizen  of  St.  Antho- 
ny, where  his  family  now  reside. 

At  the  first   call  to  arms   for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  rebellion,  Le  was  selected  I 
to  accompany  Dr.   Stewart   as   Assistant' 
Surgeon  of  the   First   Regiment  of  Min- 
nesota Volunteers. 

He  w,i3  present  with  Dr.  Stewart  at 
the  bloody  battle  of  Bull  Run,  and  re- 
m.aining  behind  with  him  to  aid  in  takin"- 
care  of  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers 
after  the  field  was  deserted  by  our  re- 
treating army,  was,  like  Dr.  Stewart, 
taken  prisoner  and  conveyed  to  Rich- 
mond, whence  they  were  sometime  alter 
released  on  p.arole. 

The  vacancy  left  in  the  First  Regiment 
having  been  filled  during  his  absence,  he 
was,  upon  the  organization  of  the  new 
regiments,  appointed  Surgeon  of  the 
Ninth.

Caibo,  April  5. 

The  gunboat  Sinclair  has  arrived  from 
the  Cumberland.  When  passing  Pal- 
myra, about  2.)  miles  above  Fort  Donel- 
son,  on  the  2d  inst.,  conveying  trans- 
ports, they  were  fired  upon  by  the  rebels 
concentrated  there  to  the  number  of 
8,000,  under  Gen.  Dom,  and  had  a  bat- 
terv  of  seven  guns. 

The  rebel  battery  struck  the  supply 
propeller  Sinclair,  rendering  her  use- 
less, and  scalded  one  or  two  men.  She 
was  rescued  from  falling  into  the  rebels' 
hands  by  the  timely  appearance  of  the 
steamer  Luminary,  and  towed  out  of 
range  of  the  guns. 

Gen.  Thomas  has  issued  orders  dis- 
banding the  28th  Illinois  regiment,  it  hav- 
ing disbanded  itself  till  there  was  only  161 
men  left.  The  officers  are  all  dismissed 
from  the  service  and  the  regiment  dis- 
graced. 

MCRFnKESKOEO,  April  5. 

Affairs  here  are  unusually  quiet.  Large 
numbers  of  deserters  are  returning.

was  while  reconnois- 
nade  in  the  direction 
of  Port  Hudson,  along  the  Bayou  Sara 
road,  and  toward  lloss  and  Springliehl 
landing*.  It  was  in  the  latter  direction 
that  Col.  Clark,  Chief  of  Gen.  Banks' 
Stall",  was  wouiuled  He  w.is  out  recon- 
noitering  with  Capt  Sheppard.  of  ilie  2d 
Rhode  Island  cavalry,  and  a  small  num- 
ber of  ollicers  and  .)rderlies  about  eight 
in  number — when  h  ;  was  fired  upon  from 
ambush — a  rille  bal  killing  his  hor-^o  un- 
der him  and  wound  ng  him  severely  in  the 
leg.  It  is  thought  that  amputation  must 
take  place,  and  the  Colonel  is  in  si)  low  a 
state  that  serious  li  ars  are  entertained  of 
his  recovery.  A  Ci miederate  cavalryman 
was  shortly  afterward  killed  in  the  woods 
near  that  spot,  and  he  is  supposed  to  be 
the  same  who  wounded  Col.  Clark. 

Capt.  Sheppard  was  also  wounded  and 
is  missing. 

These  little  skim  ishcs, going  on  a  short 

distance  ahead  of  \»here  we  were  located, 

I  were,  of  course,  distinctly  heard,  and  not 

'  aware  of  their  nature  and  importance,  we 

knew  not  what  valiie  to  attach  to  them  at 

the  time. 

When  the  firing  had  entirely  ceased, 
we  were  ordered  to  bivouac  for  the  night 
in  a  magnificent  wood,  adjoiaing  a  large 
open  plain,  some  right  miles  from  Port 
Hudson. 

Here  I  snatched  a  few  hours  of  delicious 
sleep,  but  very  few,  for,  about  10  45  v. 
M.,  1  was  arot'ised  '»y  the  loud  roaring  of 
heavy  eannonadin;'  in  the  direction  of 
Port  Hudson,  whiih  continued,  at  inter- 
vals, with  terrifiv  eutrgy — resembling 
more  the  continuous  rumbling  of  thunder 
than  discharges  from  separate  pieces  of 
ordnance.  This  continued,  almost  with- 
out intermission,  until  2  a.  m.,  when  the 
reveille  was  sounded,  and  almost  (juickcr 
than  it  takes  to  ^vrite  it,  the  men  had 
sprang  to  arms  and  we  were  in  the  sad- 
dle. 

About  5  o'clock  in  the  morning,   (Sun- 
day,) we  saw  a  sudden  and  most  extraor- 
dinary light   shoot    up   and  illumine   the 
whole  heavens  in  the  direction   of  Baton 
Rouge.     The  effet  t  through  those  lolty, 
solemn  woods  was  grand  beyond  descrip- 
tion.    "There's  thi  signal!''  came  spon- 
taneously from    e^^ry  lip.     Could  it    be 
ours,  or    from    thi?  enemy?     Was    it    at 
Baton   Rouge,    or    nearer   to  us?     One 
thing  certain  is,    that    it   was  completely 
in  our  rear.     I  had  had  sufficient  time  to 
converse  with  the  fjroup  of  officers  around 
me,  and  to  compaie   opinions   with  them 
upon   the    subject     when   a  tremendous 
crash  came,  quite  is  loud  as   the   report 
of  a  20-pounder,  within  a  few  rods  of  us. 
"We  are  in  for  it  now,"  said  or  thought 
every  one,  and  it  Avas  curious  to  see   ho^v 
every  man   instantaneously  clutched   his 
weapon  and    brai  ed   himself    up.      The 
g.ame  had  begun,  ind  we  waited  the  next 
report,  bu'  nothing  followed.     We  were 
more  puzzled  than  ever.     By-rnd-by,  an 
.\id  of  Gen.  Banks'  came  flying  to   (ien. 
Augur,  and  we  ht  ard    of  the  sad  fate  of 
the  gallant  Missis  ippi.     It   was  her  dy- 
ing salute  which  h:id  so  startled  us.     Some 
idea  of  the  terrific   nature   of    her  explo- 
sion can  be  gained  from  the  fact,  that   so 
long  a  time  had  pissed  between  the   light 
we  saw  and  the  report,  which  we  mistook 
for  a  cannon  quitt    near  us,   that  no  one 
among  us  had  ever  thought  of  connecting 
the  two.     The  di-  tance  mwst   have   been 
at  least  7  orfi  miles. 

At  1)  A.  M.,  news  having  reached  us  of 
the  Hartford  and  Albatross  having  passed 
Port  Hudson,  am  that  Gen.  Banks  had 
telegraphed  Gen.  Augur  that  the  object 
of  the  expedition  vas  accomplished, — the 
order  was  given  to  return,  which  wc  did 
leisurely,  as  the  ^un  was  growing  hot. 
THK   ACTION    OK     THE  FLEET. 

If  there  was  little  action  to  record  on 
the  part  of  our  a  'my — which  it  now  ap- 
pears was  never  intended  to  assault  the 
forts,  but  merely  to  make  a  diversion  in 
favor  of  the  fleet-it  is  far  diff'erent  with 
the  latter,  which,  in  spite  ol  our  losses, 
has  added  anoth'T  bright  page  to  the  al- 
ready brilliant  ri  cords  of  our  navy. 

At  about  4.  1 .  M.  on  Friday,  the  13th 
inst.,  the  following  vessels  of  the  fleet  of 
Admiral  Farragut  lefl  Baton  Rou(:e  and 
proceeded  up  tiie  river  in  the  order  in 
which  they  arc  given:  The  Hartford, 
(flagship,)  C«ipt.  Palmer;  Richmond, 
Commander  Aldca;  Monongahela,  Capt. 
McKinstry  ;  Ke  leo,  Lieut.  Commander 
Waters,  and  the  Mississippi,  Commander 
Melancthon  Smith.  They  anchored  at 
dai  k  that  evenin,;,  about  eight  miles  from 
Baton  Rouge. 

At  daylight  on  Saturday  they  all  got 
under  weigh,  an- 1  proceeded  up  the  river, 
arriving  in  sight  of  Pert  Hudson  at  9  a. 
M.,  when  they  anchored  just  out  of  range 
of  the  batterie.-i.  Found  the  iron-clad 
Essex,  Commander  Caldwell;  the  Gen- 
cssce,  Capt.  Macomb;  the  Albatross, 
Lieut.  Commamierllart,  and  the  Sachem, 
Commander  Johnson,  at  that  place,  with 
six  mortar  vessels,  all  under  command  of 
Commander  Cal  Iwell,  of  the  Essex. 

The  Essex  ai  d  inoi  tar  vessels  had  ta- 
ken a  point  close  in  shore,  screened  by 
the  trees,  from  which  position  they  were 
to  operate ;  the  •cmaining  vessseU  being 
anchored  in  tht  rear  of  them  and  in  the 
stream,  in  the  order  above  mentioned. 
About  two  P.  M.  the  mortar  vessels 
opened  on  the  batteries  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  their  range,  and  the 
Sachem,  Capt.  Johnson,  stood  out  in  the 
stream  above  thi^  others,  to  draw  the  ene- 
my^s  fire  and  uvertain  his  range,  &c. 
The  enemy  not  t  hoosing  to  reply,  she  re- 
turned to  her  former  position,  and  the 
mortar  boats  ceased  firing. 

This  was  a  gallant  act  on  the  part  of 


the  darkness  of  the  night,  and 


sant  roar 

the  thick  smoke-clouds  hanging  to  the 
river's  surface,  being  lit  up  by  the  red 
glare  of  artillery. 

The  Hag-hip'  Hartford  and  her  little 
protege,  the  Albatro.^^s,  passed  saloly  by 
the  forts.  The  Kichmoiul  had  got  up  as 
far  as  the  upper  battery,  when  she  receiv- 
ed a  shot  which  carried  away  her  safety 
valve,  v'ompelling  hor  to  blow  olVstoaiu, 
and  thus  complclcly  disabling  her.  The 
Genesee  then  towed  her  down  again  past 
the  batteries,  when  she  had  to  run  a  sec- 
ond time  the  gauntlet.  The  Mononga- 
hela had  also  got  very  near  the  npj>er 
battery,  and  had  every  chance  ol  pas.-ing, 
when  iicr  crauk-pin  became  heated,  com- 
pelling her  to  slow  her  engine,  aiul  not 
having  power  to  ateni  the  current,  she 
also  was  compelled  to  repass  the  forts  a 
second  time,  with  her  companion,  the 
Keneo. 

THE  MISSISSIITI. 

While  this  was  going  on,  the  ^lissis- 
sippi  hud  reached  the  sharp  point  or  bend 
i.i.mediately  opposite  the  heaviest  b.ittery 
in  front  of  Port  Hudson,  and  about  five 
hundred  yards  from  the  opposite  shore, 
where  she  grounded.  The  enemy  having 
lit  up  a  fire  behiml  hor,  on  the  opposite 
shore,  she  at  once  became  a  target  lor 
.hem,  and  having  once  obtained  her  ex- 
act range,  the  liriug  upon  her  beeamo 
murderous.  Imagine  this  devoted  vessel 
the  centre  of  the  third  of  a  circle  of  only 
five  hundred  yards  radius — this  arc  com- 
prising a  length  ol  some  three  and  a  half 
miles,  bristling  with  batteries  and  cannon, 
and  all  converging  their  fire  upon  one 
vessel  from  her  starboard  bow  to  her 
starboard  tiuarter.  Think  of  this 
noble  craft  staying  in  that  position 
lor  nearly  .in  hour,  firing  oil' her  28G  guns 
— her  portholes  knocked  two  into  one — 
her  foretop  blown  away,  rudder  disabled, 
rigging  and  bulwarks  completely  gone. 
and  her  starboard  so  careened  over  as  to 
present  a  full  broadside  to  the  enemy, 
while  it  prevented  her  from  using  her 
guns  up  the  sloping  deck.  E.xcopt  in 
the  easeof  the  Cumberland  and  Congress^ 
the  annals  of  naval  warlare  present  no 
such  instance  of  human  bravery  and  en- 
durance. 

Capt.  Smith,  who  had  said  beforehand 
that  he  would  never  surrender  his  ship, 
was  true  to  his  word.  He  never  lowered 
his  tl.ig,  but  when  he  found  that  his  ves- 
sel couhl  not  possibly  be  saved,  gave  or- 
ders for  his  men  to  leave.  The  order  had 
lo  be  repeated  three  times  hy  the  officers 
of  divisions  before  they  xcoidd  comiihj,  or 
leave  their  guns. 

The  sick  and  wounded  were  taken  to 
the  surrounding  vessels,  and  alter  makii.g 
prepartion  for  firing  the  ^Mississippi,  the 
men  saved  themsclves-i^ome  in  boat.", 
some  by  jumping  overboard,  &r.  Capt. 
Smith,  Lieut.  Dewey,  Ensign  O.  A. 
Batcheller  and  Second  Assistant  Engineer 
Hull,  are  said  to  have  been  among  the 
last  on  board. 

The  ship  burnt  until  she   became  sulFi- 
eiently  lightened  to  float  herself  off,  and 
then  she  went  do'vn  the    stream    by    her- 
self.    Those  who  watched   her  from  the 
other  side,  going  on  this  strange  voyage, 
one  mass  of  fire,  say  that  she   moved   as 
prittily  as  if  she  were  being  steered.     As 
she  proceeded  down  the  stream. she  kept 
firing  off  her  cannons  and  other  arms,  all 
in  the  direction  of  the  forts,    and  as   this 
lasted  for  a  long  distance   down,    it   will 
account  jor  the  strange  manner  wc  in  the 
woods  found  ourselves   being   gradually 
surrounded  (as  we  thought)  by   the  ene- 
my's fire.     She  floated  onward    until   she 
reached  a  ponit   about   five  miles   above 
Baton  Rouge,  near  where  the   Arkansas 
was  blown  up,  and  there,  at   5  o'clock  a. 
M.,  on  Sunday,  (precisely  at  the   hour  at 
which  we  saw*  the  light  and  heard   the  re- 
port,)   her    after    magazine,    containing 
twenty  tons  of  powder,  ignited,   blew  her 
to  atoms,  and  shook  the  earth    lor    miles 
around. 

SUCCESS  OF    THE    MOVEMENT. 

An  officer  who  was  on  board  the  Rich- 
mond during  the  engagement,  writes  as 
follows : 

I  should  not  wonder  if  some  of  our 
croakers  talk  of  this  as  a  great  calamity 
and  disgrace,  and  inquire  what  our  navy 
is  doing.  Tell  any  such  for  me,  as  an 
eye-witness,  that  the  main  object  of  the 
movement — viz.  securing  the  cutting  olf 
of  the  enemy  at  Port  Hudson  from  Red 
River — is  accomplished,  since  the  Admi- 
ral, with  the  llartlord  and  Albatross, 
passed  above.

from  the  begluuing;  thence  to  thu  place  of  be- 
ginning. 

ARTICLE  III. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  ces.slon  to  the 
United  sitat-'S,  and  the  valuable  improveiiients 
thereon,  the  United  States  further  agree  :  ist,  to 
extend  the  present  annuities  of  the  Indians,  luir- 
li-.-  to  this  treaty,  for  ten  years  bi'yond  the 
pe  iods  respecilvely  named  in  e.xisting  treaties ; 
•-•il,  and  to  jiuy  toward  the  settlement  of  the  claims 
lor  deoredaiioiis  committed  by  said  Indians  in 
I.-):!'.',  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars;  ad,  to 
enable  said  Indians  to  pa»  their  present  just  en- 
gag'-iueiits,  the  sura  of  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
u-i  ihe  chiefs  in  cjuncil  may  direct;  -Ith,  to  the 
chiefs  of  the  e'hippewas  of  the  Mississippi,  six- 
teen tliutuaiid  dollars,  (provided  they  shall  pay  to 
tliecliiets  of  the  I'illagor  and  I^ike  Wlnibigosli- 
ish  bauds  one  thousand  dollars,)  to  be  paid  upon 
the  si  tiing  of  this  treaty,  out  of  the  arrearages 
due  unfler  tlie  '.ith  article'of  the  treaty  concluded 
at  La  I'oinle,  ill  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  on  the 
;»-li  .-ieptun.ber,  1^64;  iith,  and  to  pay  the  ex- 
pi'iisea  Incurred  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Stat* 
of  Minnesota,  in  the  mouth  of  September,  isti:.', 
in  sending  Commissionera  to  visit  the  Chippewa 
Indians,  umoitntiug  to  tliirteen  hundred  and 
thirt} -eight  dollars  and  scveuty-tive  cents. 

ABTICLE  I\'. 

The  United  State.s  further  agtec  to  clear* 
stump,  grub, and  break,  in  the  reservation  hereby 
set  apart  for  the  Chiiipowas  ol  the  Mississi  pi,  in 
lots  of  not  less  than  ten  acres  each,  at  such  point 
or  points  at  the  chiefs  of  eacli  band  may  select,  as 
tollows,  \\z:  For  the  Gull  Lake  liaud,  seventy 
acres;  for  the  JliMe  Lac  Band,  seventy  acres;  for 
the  sandy  Lake  Hand,  tifty  acres;  for  the  Poka- 
|;oinlii  Itand,  tifty  acres;  'for  tin;  Itabbit  Lake 
ISaiid,  forty  acres ;  for  the  llice  Lake  Hand,  twen- 
ty acre- ;  and  to  build  for  the  chiefs  of  said  bands 
one  house  each,  of  the  folio-*  fug  4<^sori])tion  :  to 
be  constructed  of  hewn  logs;  to  be  sixteen  by 
twenty  leet  each,  and  two  stories  higli :  to  be 
roofed  with  good  shaved  pine  shingles  ;  the  floors 
to  be  of  seasoned  pine  p.'ank,  Jointed;  utone  or 
brick  lire  places  and  chimneys  ;  three  windows  in 
lower  story  and  two  in  the  upper  story,  with 
good  snbstantial  shutters  to  each,  and  suitable 
doors;  said  houses  to  be  pointed  with  lime 
mortar. 

.    AUTICLE  V. 

The  United  Slates  agree  to  furnish  to  said  In- 
ilians,  parties  to  this  treaty,  ten  yoke  of  gooti, 
st>-ady  work  oxen,  and  twenty  log  chains,  annu- 
ally, for  ten  years,  i>rovided  the  Indians  shall 
take  proper  care  of  and  make  proper  use  of  the 
same;  also,  for  the  same  period,  annually,  two 
hundred  grubbing  hoes,  ten  ploughs,  ten  grind- 
stones, one  hundred  axes,  haiidletf,  not  to  exceed 
ill  weight  three  ami  one-lialf  pounds  each;  twen- 
ty spades.  Also  two  carpenters  and  two  black- 
sniLlis,  and  four  farm  laborers  and  one  physician. 

AUTICLE  VI. 

The  I'nited  .States  further  ag  ee  to  remove  the 
.saw-mill  from  iiull  Lake  reservation,  to  such 
point  on  the  new  reservation  hereby  set  apart  as 
ma  •  bi-  selected  by  the  agent,  and  to  keep  the 
^am  >  in  good  running  oruer,  and  to  cmplow  a 
competent  sHwyer,  so  long  as  the  I'rusideut  of 
the  United  ."states  may  deem  it  necessary;  and  to 
extend  "the  road  between  Gull  Lake  aud  Leech 
Lake,  from  the  last  named  lake  to  the  junction  of 
the  Mi-'sissippi  and  Leech  Lake  rivers;  and  to 
remove  the  agency  to  said  junctiou,  or  as  ucar 
thereto  as  practicable. 

.VllTICLi:    VII. 

There  shall  bo  a  board  of  visitors,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  Uva  persons,  to 
l>e  selected  from  such  Christian  denomination  or 
denominations  as  the  chiefs  in  council  may  desig- 
nate, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  be  present  at  all 
annuity-  payments  to  the  Indians,  whether  of 
goods,rniiueys,  provisions,  or  other  articles,  and 
to  inspect  the  tields,  buildings,  mills,  and  other 
improvements,  made  or  to  be  made,  and  to  report 
annually  thereon  on  or  before  the  lirst  day  of 
Aoveuiber,  and  also  as  to  the  qualiticntions  and 
moral  deportment  of  all  persons  residing  upon 
the  ri'servation  under  the  smclion  of  law  or 
regulation;  and  they  shall  receive  for  their  servi- 
c  -s  live  doll-ars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  em- 
ployed and  ten  cents  per  mile  for  traveling  ex- 
penses, provided  that  no  one  shall  be  paid  in  any 
one  year  for  more  than  twenty  davs'  service  or 
for  more  than  three  hundred  miles  travel. 

AUTICLE  VlII, 

No  person  shall  be  recognized  as  a  chief  whose 
band  numbers  less  than  lilty  ix?rsous;  aud  to 
encourage  and  aid  Ihe  said  chleis  in  preserving 
order  and  iiiduciiiK  by  their  example  and  advice 
the  memlx'rs  of  their  respective  bands  to  adopt 
the  pursuits  of  civilized  life,  there  shall  be  paid 
to  t'M-U  of  said  chiefs,  annually,  out  of  the  annui- 
ties ol  saiil  band-',  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  llfcy  dollars,  to  be  determined  by  their 
agcntaccording  to  their  resi)«?otive  merits,

AUTICLE  XH. 

It  shall  not  be  obligatory  upon  the  Indians, 
parties  to  tills  treaty,  lo  remove  from  their  pres- 
ent reservations,  until  the  United  States  shall 
have  first  complied  with  the  stipulations  of  Arti- 
cles IV  and  VI  of  this  treaty,  when  the  UniteA 
States  shall  ftirnish  them  with  all  necessary  i 
transportation  and  subsistonce  to  their  new  i 
lionies,  ami  subsistence  torsix  months  thereafter  :  ' 
Provided,  That,  owing  to  the  heretofore  good  j 
conduct  of  the  Mille  f.ac  Indians,  they  shall  not  j 
be  compelled  to  remove  so  long  as  they  shall  not  ; 
ill  anv  way  interfere  with  or  In  any  manner  mo-  \ 
lest  the  persons  or  property  of  th«  whites. 

AUTICLE   XIII. 

Female  inemlM^rs  of  the  family  of  any  Govern- 
ment employee  residing  on  the  reservation,  who 
shall  teach  liidian  girls  doniesiio  economy,  shall 
be  allowed  niid  paid  a  sum  not  exceeding  tend«l- 
lars  per  month  while  so  eiigajred :  Provided, 
That  not  more  than  one  thousand  doll  irs  shall  be 
so  expended  during  any  one  year,  and  that  the 
I'lesident  of  the  United  States  may  suspend  or  ■ 
annul  this  article  whenever  ho  may  deem  it  expe-  | 
dient  to  do  so.  i 

AUTICLE   XIV.  ' 

It  is  distinctly  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
clearing  and  breaking  of  land  for  ihp  Chippewas 
of  the  Mississippi,  as  provided  for  in  the  foHrlh 
article  of  this  treaty,  shall  be  In  Ilea  of  all  former 
engogemrnts  of  the  United  Staies  as  to  ihe  break- 
ing of  lands  for  those  bands. 

Dole 
and  Clark  W.  Thompson,  on  behalf  of  tiie  United 
States,  and  Henry  M.  Hice  and  the  undersigned 
chiefs  and  head  niien,  on  b<>lialf  of  the  Indians, 
parties  to  this  treaty,  have  hereunto  set  their 
hands  and  allixed  tht'ir  seals  this  eleventh  day  of 
March,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  Jiniidred  and 
sixty-three.

To  improve  the  morals  and  industrial  habits  of 
said  Indians,  it  is  agreed  that  no  agent,  teacher, 
interi)ieiev8,  traders,  or  their  employees,  shall  be 
employed,  appointed,  liconsed,  or  permittetl  to 
reside  within  the  res-  rvations  bt-longing  to  the 
Indians,  parlies  to  this  treaty,  missionaries  ex- 
cepted, who  shall  not  have  a  fainih  residing  with 
them  at  their  respective  places  ot  employment  or 
trajle  within  the  agencv,  whose  moral  habits  and 
fltucss  shall  be  reported  upon  annually  by  the 
board  of  visitors,  aud  no  person  of  full  or  mixed 
blood,  educated  or  partially  educatwl,  whose  fit- 
ness morally  or  otherwis*'  i"  not  conducive  to  the 
welfare  of  «aid  Indians,  shall  receive  any  benetits 
from  this  or  any  former  treaties,  aud  may  Ui 
expelled  from  the  reservation.

ing  been  fully  interpret«d  and  explained  to  tho 
said  Henry  H.  Rice,  Commissioner,  and  the  here- 
inafter named  Chiefs  and  Headmen  ol  the  various 
bands  of  Chippewa  Indians  of-tlie  Mississippi, 
and  the  Pillagers,  parties  to  the  foregoing  treaty 
they  did,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  Uarch,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  at  the 
city  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
give  their  frea  and  voluntary  assent  to  the  same, 
In  the  words  and  figures  following  to  wit : 

We  theundersigned.Chiefsand  Headmen  of  the 
various  bands  of  Chippewa  Indians  of  tfe  Hl8sis> 
sippi,  aud  the  Pillagers,  parties  to  the  foregoing 
treaty,  concluded  between  the  United  St»t-s  and 
theCulppfl***  of  *'•*  Mississippi,  on  the  eleventh 
diay  of  M»rch,one  thousand  eight  hundred  <>nd  six- 
ty-three,hereby  give  our  free  ana  voluntary  assent 
to  the  amendments  thereto  made  by  the  Senate 
on  the  thirteen  h  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  after  luiving  the 
said  amendments  fully  explained  to  us. 


Wheueas,  the  Senate  ff  the  United  States, 
devoutly  recognizing  the  Supreme  Authority  and 
just  Government  of  Almighty  God,  in  all  the 
aflairsof  men  and  of  nations,  has,  by  a  resolution, 
re^ue^ted  the  Piosident  to  designate  and  set 
apart  a  day  for  National  prayer  and  humiliation : 
And  whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  nations,  as  welj 
as  of  men,  to  own  their  dependence  upon  the 
overruling  power  of  God,  to  confa.ss  their  sins 
and  transgressions,  in  humble  sorrow,  yet  with 
nssureJ  hope  that  genuine  repentance  will  lead 
to  mercy  and  pardon,  acd  to  recognize  the  sub- 
lime truth,  announced  In  the  Holy  Scriptures 
and  proven  by  all  history,  that  those  nations  are 
only  blessed  whose  God  is  the  Lord: 

And,  insomuch  as  we  know  that,  by  His  dlrine 
law,  nations,  like  individuals,  are  subjected  to 
punishments  and  cl'astisements  in  this  world, 
inay  wo  not  justly  fear  that  the  awful  calamity  of 
civil  war,  which  now  desolates  the  land,  may  be 
but  a  punishmett  inflicted  upon  us  for  our  pre- 
sumptuous sins,  to  the  needful  end  of  our  na- 
tional reformation  as  a  whole  People  ?  Wc  hare 
bc-en  the  recipients  of  the  choicest  bounties  of 
Heaven.  Welia>e  boon  preserved,  these  many 
vears,  in  peace  and  prosperity.  We  have  grown 
HI  numbers,  weallh  and  power  as  no  other  nation 
has  ever  grown.  But  we  have  lorgotten  God. 
We  liiive  forgotten  the  gradous  hand  which  pre- 
served us  in  peace,  and  multiplied  and  enriched 
and  strengthened  us ;  and  we  have  vaiuly  ima- 
gined, in  the  deceltlulne.ss  of  our  hearts,  that  all 
ilicsc  blessings  were  produced  by  some  superior 
wisdom  and  virtue  of  our  own.  Intoxicated  with 
unbroken  success,  we  have  become  too  solf-sufli- 
cient  to  feel  tho  necessity  of  ri-deeming  and  pre- 
serving grace,  too  proud  to  pray  to  the  God  that 
made  us. 

It  behoovpsus,  then,  to  humble  ourselves  befoie 
the  offended  Power,  to  confess  our  national  sins, 
and  to  prav  for  clemency  and  forgiveness. 

Now,  therefore.in  compliance  with  the  request, 
and  fidly  concurring  in  the  views  of  the  Senate,  I 
do.  bv  this  my  proclamation,  designate  and  set 
ai)art  Thursday,  the  ."ioth  day  of  April,  )80:<,a8  a 
dav  of  national  humiliation,  fasting,  and  prayer. 
Aiid  I  do  hereby  request  all  the  People  to  nb-<tain 
on  that  day  from  their  ordinary  secular  pursuits, 
and  to  unite,  at  their  several  places  of  public  wor- 
ship and  their  respective  homes,  in  keeping  the 
dav  holy  to  the  Lord,  and  devoted  to  the  humble 
discharge  of  the  religious  duties  proper  to  that 
solemn  occasion. 

AH  this  being  done.  In  sincerity  and  tnith,  let 
ns  then  rest  humbly  in  tiie  hope,  authorized  by 
the  Divlrc  teachings,  that  the  united  cry  of  the 
Nation  will  be  heard  on  high,  and  answered  with 
l:lessings,  no  less  than  thei«rdon  of  our  national 
sins,  and  restoration  of  our  now  divided  and 
sulTeriug  country  to  its  former  happy  condition 
of  unity  and  peace.

— In  return  for  the  courtesy  of  the  reb- 
els in  forwarding  us  lists  of  Union  pris- 
oners wlio  have  died  while  confined  in 
their  prisons,  ocir  Medical  Department 
has  ccuscd  a  similar  list  of  rebel  prison- 
ers who  have  died  while  in  our  custody, 
to  be  prepared  with  great  care  and  for- 
warded to  Richmond.  It  embraces  about 
two  thousand  names,  and  is  believed  to 
be  almost  absolutely  complete.  It  is  not 
snppo.sed  that  the  list  furnished  us  by  the 
rebels  constituted  a  filth  of  thc  numbcrof 
our  men  who  have  actually  died  in  their 
bands.  The  mortality  in  their  prisons  is 
known  to  have  been  much  greater  than  in 
ours ;  and  there  are  large  numbers  known 
to  have  been  taken  by  them  who  can  only 
now  be  accounted  for  on  the  supposition 
that  they  are  deaiL 

— The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Conduct  of  the  War  will  make  nearly 
1,000  pages,  and  the  testimony  will  fill 
one  or  more  volumes.  It  will  be  utterly 
cru.ihing  on  McClellan,  and  will  furai^k 
evidence  in  profuse  abundance,  demand- 
ii'g  either  his  dismissal  for  gross  incom- 
petence, or  his  trial  for  treason.

TMK     CITY     ELKCTlO^r. 

The  result  of  the  city  election  yester- 
day far  exceeds  our  most  sanguine  antici- 
pations. It  is  true  that  the  Democrats 
bive  siiLXvedi'd  in  electing  thtir  candi- 
datiM,  but  with  such  a  startling  diminution 
of  their  average  majority  at  previous  elec- 
liims,  as  to  leave  with  the  Union  cause 
t!ie  moral  etiect,  if  not  the  material  fruits, 
ot  a  substantial  vittory. 

John  S.  Prince  was  elected  Mayorover 
Mr.  IngersoU,  in  April  last,  by  a  major- 
ity of  344. 

Major  C'ullen  carried  the  city  last  No- 
vember over  Gov.  Donnelly  by  a  major- 
ity of  o6i.  Mr.  Warren  is  barely  elected 
by  a  majority  of  7tJ,  in  place  of  the  500 
majority  which  was  confidently  \  romi^ed 
him  by  the  Pioneer. 

The  Copperheads  are  overwhelmed 
with  mortification  aiul  dismay  at  this  nar- 
row escape  from  a  disastrous  'lofi^at  in 
the  chief  citadel  of  their  strength,  and 
they  feel  the  blow  all  the  more  keenly  be- 
cause they  see  in  it  the  sure  presage  of 
their  utter  overthrow.  They  rightly  ar- 
gue that  it  the  ])olitical  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  St.  Paul  has  undergone  such  a 
change,  during  the  five  months  since  last 
November,  as  to  have  reduced  the  Demo- 
cratic majority  from  ;>04  to  8C,  in  seven 
months  more  there  won't  be  much  ma- 
jority left  to  reduce.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  they  read  the  omen  rightly, 
but  it  a  good  many  wooden  Republicans 
had  not  acted  on  the  assumption  that  a 
contest  with  the  Democratic  party  in  this 
ciiy  was  entirely  hopeless,  and  so  did 
what  they  could  to  make  it  so  by  neglect- 
'y.'i  to  poll  their  votes,  our  Copperhead 
fritnds  would  not  have  had  to  wait  till 
ne.\l  lall  lor  a  realization  of  the  aujjury. 

Apart  from  the  encouraging  political 
indication-*  of  the  election,  the  result  is 
highly  tlattering  personally  to  the  Union 
candidate.  Dr.  Stewart,  who,  it  will  be 
perceived,  ran  considerably  ahead  of  his 
ticket,  and  whose  popularity  greatly  con- 
tributed to  overcome  the  chronic  repug- 
nance of  a  good  many  Democrats  to 
abandon  the  old  ruts  of  party  a.ssociation. 

We  are  glad  to  record  the  election  ot 
one  Kopubllcan  Alderman,  Mr.  Betz,  in 
the  Third  Ward — a  gentleman  who  is  in 
every  way  worthy  of  this  proof  of  popu- 
lar confidence.

THE    ACrCrREOATE    VOTE. 

Though  the  election  yesterday  passed 
olT  without  the  least  apparent  excitement, 
a  much  larger  vote  was  called  out  than 
at  the  lall  election — much  larger  indeed 
than  could  have  ceen  anticipated,  cons  id 
ering  that  about  1,<X)0  of  our  registered 
voters  have  "gone  to  the  war." 

The  whole  number  of  votes  cast  at  the 
city  election  of  April,  18Ci',  before  the 
last  call  for  troops,  was  2,050.  The 
whole  numberof  rotes  cast  at  the  general 
election  in  November  last,  was  l,oG6,  of 
which  about  3t)0  were  soldiers'  votes,  and 
the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  yesterday 
was  1,758.  If  our  citizen  soldiers  were 
at  home  the  vote  would  have  reached 
nearly  2,800.  We  would  suggest  it  as  an 
interesting  subject  of  speculation  to  our 
copperhead  friends  whom  the  election 
yesterday  has  left  in  a  meditative  mood 
what  will  probably  be  the  Democratic 
majority  in  St.  Paul  when  those  thousand 
absent  ones,  or  such  of  them  as  survive 
the  perils  of  the  battle  and  the  camp,  come 
home  again.

The  simple  fact  la,  that 
mo*t  of  th"  inon  lieie,  not  haviug  had  a  cent  paid 
t'j  them  far  live  <  r  six  months,  wer»«  eutirely 
without  money  ;  uu.  with  Western  men,  thii  diffi- 
culty, ai  every  otliei ,  was,  for  tho  most  part,  un- 
r.iitijated,  since  tlier  rarely  found  in  our  city— a* 
l-la«tem  men  very  o:ten  did — acqualntaace:^,  rela- 
tives, or  friend.s. 

la  addition  to  thiie  oi&ces,  there  Is  auothur  in 
which  1  havK  som»  linips  b«>en  calh-d  to  boyour 
almoner.  Uisciiarg  'd  soldiers  from  your  8tate 
Iiave  occasionally  ai  rived  hen!  f  om  Waiihiufftou, 
who  either  have  hail  but  little  falling  due  to  them 
at  th«  time  of  Ilieii  di^jcharjce,  or  have  been  rob- 
Ixsl,  or  hare  spent  dl  their  pay  reckles-'ly.  They 
were  perfectly  de!>;itute  of  everything  but  the 
clothe*  upon  theoi :  and,  as  the  Government 
takes  no  coguizanct  of  themuflerth-Irdiscliarge, 
it  became  my  duty  t  )  send  them  home. 

Hesirjr    Ward    Br««cher'a  I.ec<ar«>  on 
Keu     Esscltand. 

Henry  Ward  lieechor  delivered  a  lec- 
ture upon  New  England,  in  Brooklyn, 
last  week.  W*  regret  that  our  space 
will  not  permit  a  lull  report  of  his  re- 
marks upon  that  section  of  the  country 
which  Copperheads  delight  to  vilily.

It  ii  edu- 
cated in  the  people  >f  the  West  and  .Soutii.  I'a- 
reut:i  teach  it  to  tli<  ir  children.  Kveu  the  slaves 
are  so  inoculated  with  it,  aii<l  so  accustomed  to 
hearing  tlio  Yankee  spoken  of  with  ohjurKution, 
that  it  is  related  thi't  a  Christian  slave  was  re- 
centlv  heard  prayi  ig  for  th«  "d— d  Yankees." 
lie  thought  that  was  their  Chrii-tian  name. 
[Laughter.]  If  Ko«ler  i  Wells  would  examine 
the  southern  craU'Um,  he  would  probably  ijud 
swmewhero  betweei  the  love  of  whisky  aud  the 
love  of  lobaceo  the  iirgan  ot  liatred  of  the  Yan- 
kee. This  ii  no  u<-.v  feeling.  It  is  as  old  as  the 
country.  It  was  jiittas  marked  in  the  army  of 
tlie  kevolution  as  il  Is  in  our  armies  to-day.  In- 
deed, the  I'uritan  sijck  was  always  powerful,  but 
never  popular,  it  iiade  its  own  way  ;  it  never 
advanced  in  auy  di;ectioa  by  the  mere  force  of 
popular  flavor. 

Out  of  thu  early  Puritan  has  grown  up  a  race 
of  men  far  milder,  but  just  as  sharp  and ju^^t  as 
Conscientious.  Tht  Mew  Knglander  is  soln-r,  Imt 
not  morose.  Xjwiiero  else  is  life  regarded  so 
earnest  and  real.  I  rom  the  cradle  men  are  born 
with  the  feeling  that  they  were  to  do  something, 
and  when  they  Kro^v  old  they  look  as  it  they  had 
done  somethiiig.  1  ut  never  had  love  and  friend- 
ship a  more  eudu  ing  tlame  tlian  in  New  Kng- 
laud.  They  an*  imi  like  boirterous  streams,  that 
run  with  full  bank «  while  the  rains  are  tailing;, 
but  are  like  deep  w<  lis.  A  mercurial  people  might 
easily  misjudgn  a  i  lore  deep  ali'ection.  ISut  ihe 
objection  is  not  t<  the  Yankee  woman ;  for  wo- 
man, like  gold,  is  egal  tender  the  world  over. 
I'he  ^loutberuer  wh  >  is  ready  to  slay  the  brother 
is  ijuito  ready  to  wed  the  sister.  Y'et  the  Yan- 
kee woman  is  more  a  Yankee  tlian  two  men. 

The  character  of  the  Southerner  is  to  give  ex- 
pectation of  uiuru  I Uau  you  ciu  find.  You  can 
Qnd  more  in  the  Yankee  than  you  look  for.  The 
inventive  character  of  the  Yankee  leads  him  nat- 
urally to  becom«  th  )  manufacturer  ul  tlie  coun- 
try, and  it  Is  not  sttange,  therefore,  that  a  young 
man  in  Connecticut  sliould  diiish  his  education 
by  a  peddling  tour  I  hrough  the  .South.  1  he  sharp- 
ness of  the  Vauk>-e  pedJlcr,  like  a  gad  tly,  light- 
ing here  aud  ther!,  aud  drawing  blood  every 
time,  has  made  the  character  of  those  who  stay 
more  obnoxious  thntt  it  would  otherwise  be.  I 
will  not  deny  that  t^icre  is  in  the  New  Kngland 
character  a  certain  luxious  particularity  in  aiixall 
suras;  but  when,  li  small  sums,  they  have  made 
a  fortune,  where  el.  e  umler  Ooii's  bright  canopy 
can  you  lind  a  peop-e,  though  they  pineh  the  six 
pence  and  penny,  who  will  give  hundreds  and 
thousands  w  ith  &ui  h  unostentatious  liberality  as 
New  Kngland  ? 

Much  has  been  f  aid  of  Southern  hospiulity; 
but  there  it  is  a  kvor  which  a  man  who  lives 
alone  does  to  him  -elf  when  he  receives  with  a 
welcoino  the  lean  uho  breaks  his  solitude.  In 
New  Kngland  tliev  take  it  out  of  their  marrow 
when  they  entertain  company.  In  the  Ki'^uth,  the 
slaves  who  have  nothing  to  do  take  the  burden, 
and  the  hospitable  naster  of  the  house  takes  the 
pleasure.  It  Is  mil  hard  to  be  generous  when 
you  take  it  out  of  other  men's  twues.  I  will  be 
generous  If  you  will  let  mo  take  it  out  of  your 
pocket.  In  New  K  ig'aiid  they  take  itout  of  their 
own.  Work,  in  New  England,  means  simply 
honesty.  In  the  itcuth there  are  two  classes, one 
having  rights  and  he  other  none,  aud  injustice 
becomes  an  element  in  Southern  law.  The  iiou- 
therner  puts  his  hi- art  in  his  lies,  but  no  brains  ; 
the  Yankee,  brain  •  and  very  little  heart.  The 
Yankee  lies  by  telli  ag  trnth  so  as  to  mislead ;  the 
Southerner  by  telll  ig  falsehoods.  The  Yankee  is 
a  poor  law-breake-;  the  Southerner  settles  hi.- 
<SiificuIty  by  a  tight  Consider  what  must  be  the 
result  of  bringing  together  these  two  rlasses  of 
mi>n.  It  is  not  wonderlul  that  the  grit  of  the  one 
offends  the  pulp  of  tho  other. 

It  is  a  great  ways  tliat  the  Yankee. has  to  fall — 
to  fall  alltlie  way  lown  from  New  Kngland  tw 
Alabama.  When  iha  Yankee  becomes  wicked, 
he  is  the  wickedest  man  or  earth  ;  but  when  he 
remains  noble,  he  is  the  noblest  man  on  earth. 
The  Southerners  :dwaya  accue  the  Yankee  ot 
cowardice.  I  think  the  Yankee  has  the  mo«t 
courage,  physical  and  moral,  of  anr  man  on  the 
continent.  Men  ai  e  courageous  who  are  uliliged 
to  be.  Courage  is  ttabit.  If  society  is  half  civil- 
ized, and  law]*  wotk,  men  must  exercise  courage 
In  delendiug  thennelves  j  where  men  are  not 
obliged  to  defend  themselves,  courage  is  dor 
Biant.  Gen.  Scott  said  the  New  Englanders  were 
the  hardest  to  get  nto  a  fight,  but  the  hardest 
to  meet  in  a  tight.  Both  North  and  South  will 
learn  something  from  this  war. 

Men  who  have  n  it  met  the  .Southerners  in  bat> 
tie  will  not  deny  tl  at  there  htq  courageous  men 
there;  nor  will  So  itheru  men  who  have  mot  the 
Masaachuaetts  r'>i;lments  upon  the  field  ever 
hereafter  speak  of  tho  cowardice  of  the  Yankees. 
New  Kngland  lias  oade  education  its  idol.  The 
result  Is  universal  mind  activity.  There  Is  not 
enough  in  the  nest  lor  tlia  bird,  but  It  roust  fly 
out.  They  spread  all  over  the  land ;  bankers, 
brokers,  railwav  rianagers,  ship  captains,  mcr* 
chants,  gciieral5,  judges,  ministers,  schoolmas- 
ters, wherever  woik  Is  wanted,  thera  tho  Yankee 
goes.  They  send  to  New  Kngland  for  men  of 
brains  for  the  saui'  reason  that  they  seud  to  the 
mountains  for  tim  >er — because  they  grow  there.

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  that 
Agents  have  been  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
turnor  for  the  supervision  of  the]  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  of  Minnesota,  in 
the  hospitals  of  Philadelphia,  New 
York  and  other  points.  We  recently 
published  the  report  of  the  Agent  of  ilin- 
nesota  for  New  York.  Below  we  give 
extracts  from  the  last  report  ot  Kobert 
K.  Corson,  Military  Agent  for  Minnesota 
at  Philadelphia,  which  will  show  how 
kindly  and  carefully  the  wants  of  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  of  Minnesota  are 
attended  to  there : 

There  are  here  twenty  and  odd  hoapltak,  at 
dlstaBoea  varying,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  from 
three  to  ten  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city. 
The  larger  are  visited  almost  dally,  the  latter  two 
or  three  times  weekly.  '• 

First.  The  name,  company,  r^ment,  residence' 
kospital,  number  of  ward  and  bod,  disease,  and 
condition  of  every  Minnesota  man  in  the  city 
is  aoeurately  noted  monthly.  atl«ast,aDd  reported 
to  you .    The  list  is  also  kept  at  osy  o<Sce, 

A  Hat  of  the  dUcharged  will  also  be  mgularly 
•ent,  that  the  State  may  discriminate  fairly  be- 
tween those  who  are  and  thoae  who  are  no  longer 
entitled  to  ita  bounty  money. 

Secondly.  The  condition  of  each  nan  is  per. 
■anally  examined.  Here  aro  met  difflcultici  not 
easily  surmounted.  For,  in  the  first  place,  it  la  a 
business  that  involvaa  no  slight  tax  upon  the 
Judgment  to  distingaish  between  those  eases 
which  truly  need  and  honestly  deserve  aid,  and 
those  which  areexagerated  or  wholly  feigned  In 
order  to  extort— and,  of  course,  to  misapply— pe- 
cuniary assistance.  And,  further,  this  e.xamina- 
tlon  is  apt  to  t>«  still  mora  confused  by  the  phtu- 
•iblc  pretext  urged  by  thoa«  who  h»ve  lost  all 
•enari  of  moral  obligation  in  tlieir  devouring  pur* 
Miit  of  tliis  single  dishonorable  aim.

Washington,  March  as. 

With  the  late  adjournment  we  parted 
from  many  Congressmen,  whose  names 
through  the  past  two  eventful  years  have 
been  very  familiar  to  the  public  ear. 

In  the  delegation  from  our  own  State 
the  changes  are  marked.  Thanks  to  the 
wise  action  of  the  Legii>lature,  the  repre- 
sentation in  the  Senate  remains  the  same ; 
but  in  the  House,  out  of  our  whole  ar- 
ray of  Republican  Representatives,  but 
a  sinule  one.  General  Ashley,  of  Toledo, 
is  left. 

In  .John  A.  Bingham  we  lose  confes- 
sedly the  re.idicst  debater  in  the  House, 
and  if  not  also  the  best,  certainly  one  of 
the  very  Ibremost.  Unless  Mr.  Schenck 
should  be  over-persuaded  to  resign  his 
seat  in  the  House,  that  he  may  retain  his 
position  as  Major-(iencral,  Mr.  Yallan- 
digham,  the  rightful  leader  of  the  tory 
Democracy,  a  politician  of  undenied  abil- 
ity, unbounded  assurance  and  ambition, 
and  unquestioned  lack  of  honest  belief 
in  anything  or  anybody  save  Clement  L. 
Yallandighain,  is  hopelessly  buried.  Lit- 
tle Mr.  Suinuel  Co.\  will  attempt  to  stop 
into  the  vacant  place,  but  it  will  be  a 
world  too  wide  for  hia  shrunk  shape. 

Wc  shall  miss,  too,  on  our  side  of  the 
Chamber,  that  fine  old  gentleman,  Mr. 
Yalentine  B.  llorton,  who.se  place  on  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  rendered 
his  services  so  conspicuous  ;  Messrs.  Shel- 
labarger  and  Harrison,  than  whom  no 
two  new  members  have  made  fairer  re- 
cords or  more  lavorablc  impressions  ;  Mr. 
Carey  A.  Trimble,  whose  intluence  and 
ability  his  district  will  soon  learn  better 
to  appreciate,  as  it  begins  to  e.\i)erience 
their  loss ;  .Mr.  Sidney  Edgerton,  who 
goes  to  Idaho  as  Chiel  Justice  ;  Mr.  Hut- 
chins,  who  succedcd  the  old  Father  of  the 
House,  Joshua  R.  Giddings.  and  who  is 
himself  succeeded  by  one  ol  the  most 
promising  and  sterling  young  men  in 
i)hIo,  Gen.  Garfield,  now  chief  ol  Rose- 
crans'  staff;  Messrs.  Riddle  and  Blake 
from  the  Reserve. 

In  Governor  Gurley,  Cincinnati  loses 
a  Representative  whose  worth,  intluence 
and  industry  she  will  learn  better  than 
she  ever  did  before,  alter  six  months*  trial 
of  his  successor.  No  constituency  ever 
had  a  more  faithful  or  successful  Repre- 
sentative. He  is  already  at  work  for 
Arizona  with  all  the  characteristic  energy 
to  which  Cincinnati  has  been  so  long  in- 
debted ;  while  the  chief  commercial  city 
of  the  West  is  left  without  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  who  can  have  the  slight- 
est influence  with  the  Administration — 
one  ol  the  two  not  being  on  speaking 
terms  with  the  heads  of  some  of  the  de- 
partments, and  the  other  being  wholly 
inexperienced  (.'incinnatians  will  havu 
abundant  opportunity  to  learn  the  beauty 
of  the  arraiigemunt  they  have  secured 
themselves. 

The  chief  city  of  our  neighbor,  the 
Iloosier  State,  lo.ses  an  accomplished  law- 
yer and  sterling  man  in  Mr.  Porter,  who 
retires  from  politics  of  his  own  choice, 
that  he  may  the  inoie  entirely  devote  him- 
self to  his  prole.ssion  ;  but  it  gains,  in  his 
place.  General  Dumont,  a  gallant  soldier 
of  Democratic  antecedents,  but  none  the 
less  sound  and  true. 

The  Madison  District  loses  an  incor- 
ruptible, earnest  man,  of  large  and  well 
balanced  mind,  in  Mr.  McKee  Dunn, 
from  whom  we  had  in  the  last  session  the 
most  valuable  services  in  more  than  one 
close  contest,  and  whom  we  shall  miss  all 
the  more  that  a  Peace  Democrat  takes  his 
place.  The  true-blue  Free  Soilers  ol 
the  State  will  still  be  represented  by  Mr. 
Julian  ;  and  the  South  Bend  District  is 
still  lortunate  in  having  Mr.  Schuyler 
Colfax,  whom — the  voters  favoring  in 
the  approaching  election — we  shall  have 
as  the  next  Speaker  of  the  House.  From 
Terre  Haute  Mr.  Voorhecs,  the  be.st 
talker  of  the  stump-speech  variety  the 
Tories  had  in  the  last  House,  comes 
back,  while  Mr.  Shanks,  through  the  ad- 
verse fates  of  last  fall,  is  left  at  home. 

Illinois  sends  back  three  of  her  most 
familiar  names,  Lovejoy,  Arnold  and 
Washbune,  but  a  Peace  Democrat,  Har- 
ris by  name,  takes  ponderous  Kellogg's 
place. 

From  Wisconsin  we  shall  miss  grizzly 
Potter,  whom  one  brave  act  has  made 
immortal  in  our  history  ;  and  from  Kan- 
sas that  lucid  thinker  but  impracticable 
politician,  Martin  F.  Conway — than  whom 
the  last  House  did  not  contain  a  more 
unselfish  patriot,  or  purer  worshipper  of 
the  principles  that  underlie  our  Govern- 
ment ;  but  whose  misfortune  it  was  not  to 
have  learnt  the  lesson  of  the  Ages,  that 
Destiny  will  of  a  surety  workout  its  ends, 
even  with  imperfect  material  and  ill-tem- 
pered tools.  Nor  Lincoln  nor  Seward 
can  reverse  that  law,  but  Mr.  Conway 
failed  to  see  it. 

Iowa  sends  us  six  good  Republicans  in 

fdace  of  the  two  we  had  from  her  in  the 
ast  House;  and  Missouri  has  finely 
changed  the  character  of  her  delegation, 
though  John  W.  Noell  has  gone  to  a 
grander  Congress,  and  Col.  McClurg 
may  be  in  danger  of  his  seat  should  the 
late  member  and  present  contestant  find 
a  friendly  majority.  Her  Senator  is  still 
involved  in  the  squabbles  of  the  "Char- 
coals" aud  the  "  Clay  banks  ;"  and  if  an 
extra  session  should  have  to  be  called, 
the  State,  which  has  declared  so  gallantly 
lor  emancipation,  would  be  left  repre- 
sented only  by  that  pro-slavery  fossil  and 
ignoramus,  tobacco-squirting  old  Mr. 
Wilson. 

Minnesota  exchanges  a  loyal  Demo- 
cratic Senator,  Mr.  Rice,  for  her  late 
Governor,  ^tr.  Ramsey ;  and  leaves  Mr. 
Aldrich  out  of  the  House,  his  place  being 
filled  by  Mr.  Ignatius  Donnelly. 

Pennsylvania  sends  back  the  most  re- 
markable man  of  the  last  House,  Mr. 
Thad.  Stevens,  whom  even  Mr.  Buchan- 
an^s  liberal  contributions  couldn't  keep 
the  old  Lancaster  district  from  returning ; 
and  Philadelphia  gains  two  for  us,  and 
still  holds  on  to  Judge  Kelly,  a  self-made 
man,  whose  career  has  been  a  wonderful 
illustration  ol  American  possibilities,  and 
whose  place  in  Congress  is  wurthy 
the  great  city  he  represents.  General 
Moorehead,  too,  "Old  Pig  Iron  and 
Coal,"  comes  b.ck  from  Pittsburg;  but 
we  shall  miss  from  the  same  city  Mr. 
McKnight.  If  the  new  member.  Judge 
Williams,  shall  gain  the  confidence  and 
esteem  his  predecessor  enjoved,  he  will 
be  fortunate.  Another  familiar  Pennsyl- 
vania name  will  be  missed,  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  next  House,  Mr.  Ilen- 
drick  B.  Wright,  having  paid  for  his  loy- 
alty in  supporting  the  AJovemment  by 
defeat;  and  future  swindlers  and  con- 
tractors will  rejoice  at  the  absence  of  that 
prince  of  all  investigators,  Mr.  John 
Covode. 

Massachusetts  replaces  by  Mr.  A.  H. 
&ce,  that  eminent  lawyer  but  poor  Con- 


gressman, Judge  Thomas;  New  York 
loses  the  late  Chairman  of  the  Military 
Committee,  Mr.  Olln,  and  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  the  district  gains  in  him  a  good 
lawyer  and  sterling  man.  Among  the 
few  good  men  she  sends  back  is  Mr.  Au- 
gustus Frank,  while  he  will  find  for  col- 
leagues Fernando'  Wood,  Ben  Wood, 
Brooks  of  the  JSxpress,  and  the  rest  ol 
the  tribe.  Nobody  will  much  regret  Mr. 
Fred.  Conkline's  defeat ;  but  in  his  broth- 
er Roscoe  we  lose  an  able  lawyer,  if  not 
also  a  discreet  and  valuable  member. 

From  the  Senate  we  lose  the  honored 
name  of  David  Wilmot,  henceforth  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Claims ;  and  the  place  of 
that  splendid  patriot.  Gov.  Hicks  ol  Ma- 
ryland, id  filled  by  a  much  less  trusted 
man  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Reverdy  John- 
son.

The  President  has  issued  the  following 
proclamation  regarding  that  of  August 
IGth,  1861 : 

Whereas,  experience  has  shown  that 
the  said  proclamation  embarrassed  the 
due  enforcement  of  said  act  of  July  IStb, 
IbGl  and  the  proper  regulations  of  com- 
mercial intercourse  authorized  by  said 
act  with  loyal  citizens  of  said  States,  there- 
fore I  do  hereby  revoke  said  exceptions 
and  declare  the  inhabitants  of  the  States 
of  Georgia,  South  and  North  Carolina, 
Tennesce,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Arkansa.s,  Mississippi,  Florida,  Virginia, 
except  fortv-eight  counties  designated  as 
Western  Virginia,  and  except  the  ports 
of  Xew  Orleans,  Key  West,  Port  Royal 
and  Beaufort,  are  in  a  state  of  insurrec- 
tion against  the  United  States,  and  that 
all  commercial  intercourse  not  licensed 
and  conducted  as  provided  in  said  act  be- 
tween said  States  and  the  inhabitants, 
with  the  exceptions  aforesaid,  and  tho 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  ia  unlawful 
and  will  remain  unlawful  until  the  insur- 
rection ceases  or  has  been  suppressed, 
and  notice  thereoi  has  been  given,  and 
all  cotton  and  other  products  from  said 
States  with  the  aforesaid  exceptions  shall 
not  be  transported  into  other  parts  of  the 
United  Spates,  and  .iny  one  proceeding  to 
aiiy'of  said  States,  with  the  exceptions 
aforesaid,  without  license  and  permission 
of  the  President,  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  N.avy,  will,  together  with  the  vehicle 
convf'ving  the  same,  be  forfeited.

The  enemy's  pickets  v/ere  then  encoun- 
tered first  at  Liberty,  and  a  considerable 
force  of  rebels  was  posted  on  the  bluffs 
on  the  opposite  side  of  Smith's  Ford. 
They  resisted  and  were  driven  back  and 
foi  ined  again  on  the  Dry  Fork  whence 
they  were  again  driven.  The  rebels  then 
formed  a  tiiird  and  stronger  line  on  Snow 
Hill.

Tlie  neovssity  of  the  immediate  occu- 
pation of  Texai  by  the  Fotleral  forces  is 
coufinued  daily.  At  the  last  dates  sev-  I 
enty-five  trading  ves.'^els  were  lying  at  i 
Matamoras,  fourteen  cf  them  under  the 
American  tlag  and  a  large  proportion  of 
the  remainder  protecting  their  cargoes  in 
American  bottoms  under  English  colors. 
The  enormous  trade  with  the  rebels  which 
constantly  goes  on  across  the  Rio  (Jrande 
by  way  of  Matamoras  serves  to  supply 
most  of  the  wants  of  the  rebel  army  ol 
the  Southwest ;  and  so  long  as  cotton  can 
be  bought  at  that  port,  as  our  corres- 
pondent says  is  now  done,  at  the  cheap 
rate  of  thirty  cents  a  pound,  unprincipled 
speculators  will  continue  the  contraband 
trade  until  the  government  puts  a  stop  to 
il  with  the  >troag  hand. 

The  occupation  of  Te.xas  by  a  suflicient 
force,  amply  supported  by  the  blockading 
deet  which  is  doing  good  service  at  Gal- 
veston, would  at  once  disperse  the  rebel 
frontier  guard  under  Bee  that  now  pro- 
tects the  trading  enterprises,  inspirit  the 
loyal  men  of  th«  State  who  are  anxiously 
awaiting  the  moment  of  their  deliverance, 
and  close  the  main  door  through  which 
the  rebels  receive  the  bulk  of  their  sup- 
plies.

— A  carpet  bag  was  seized  by  the  Pro- 
vost Marshal  in  Baltimore,  last  week, 
while  on  its  way  to  Richmond.  It  was 
found  to  contain  packages  addressed  to 
various  distinguished  individuals  in  the 
South  to  Baltimore  Secessionists. — 
Amongst  other  things  it  contained  a 
splendid  pair  ol  boots  lor  Jeff.  Davis, 
and  two  fine  linen  night-gowns,  elabor- 
atels  embroidered —a  present  for  Mrs. 
Jeff.  Davb,  from  some  of  our  feminine 
rebels. 

— The  rebels  who  have  from  time  to 
time  been  sent  South  from  Washington 
under  flag  of  truce  always  embark  grati- 
fied with  the  attentions  of  their  secession 
friends.  This  was  the  case  last  week, 
when  nearly  five  hundred  of  such  prison- 
ers were  taken  to  the  steamer  State  of 
Maine.  On  leaving  the  wharf  the  rebels 
returned  the  sulutations  from  their  sym- 
pathizers, principally  women,  by  cheers 
and  shouts,  which  were  met  by  groans 
by  the  Union  soldiers. 

— In  the  examination  of  a  paymaster's 
account  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Comp- 
troller of  the  Treasury,  the  following  de- 
claration was  set  opposite  the  name  of 
James  Kennedy,  Farrier,  Company  B., 
Pumell  Legion,  Maryland  volunteers,  on 
the  pay  roll  as  received  at  the  ofBce. 
"Will  not  receive  his  pay  for  his  services, 
having  joined  for  the  good  of  the  cause 
and  not  for  pay."  Against  which  pay- 
master had  noted  "never  paid." 

— A  new  question  has  arisen  under  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation.  There  are 
at  least  five  hundred  negroes  advertised 
for  sale  in  Kentucky,  under  its  internal 
police  laws,  who  are  freemen — fugitives 
from  Alabama  and  Mississippi.  A  de- 
bate has  already  commenced  in  Cabinet 
meetings  on  the  question,  "Can  States, 
through  local  laws,  revert  to  bondange 
colored  men  whom  the  President's  proc- 
lamation made  free  ?" 

— Lieut.  Cummings,  who  was  killed 
during  the  recent  naval  engagement  at 
Port  Hudson,  was  a  son  of  the  well  known 
Alexander  Cummings  of- Philadelphia. 

— During  the  month  of  March  two  hun- 
dred gold,  silver  and  copper  mining  com- 
panies were  organized  in  San  Francisco 
for  the  avowed  purpose  of  developing 
mines  in  California,  Nevada  and  North- 
western Mexico,  having  a  nominal  capi- 
ital  of  upward  of  $80,000,000. 

Probably  one  of  the  bloodiest  bat- 
tles that  history  has  recorded,  is  that 
which  took  place  at  Deer  Creek.  Wash- 
ington Territory,  between  Col.  Conner, 
with  two  hundred  exhausted  men,  and 
three  hundred  Indian  warriors.  Of  the 
Indians,  two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
out  of  the  three  hundred  were  killed. 
The  Federal  loss  was  not  more  than 
iwmty. 


A  document,  addrcsyed  by  Mr.  .ludah 
P.  Benjamin,  the  Confederate  "Secretary 
of  State,"  to  the  lit  n.  L.  Q.  Lamar,  the 
Confederate  "  Com  nissioner  "  at  St.  Pe- 
tersburg, has  been  inten-epted  by  our 
blockaders.  It  is  printed  in  the  Xational 
Intelliijrtti'er,  whose  editor  remarks  : 

"  it  is  published  lit  the  information  of 
all  concerned,  as  .serving  to  show  the 
prudent  and  signitii -tnt  reserve  which  the 
Confederate  authorii  ies  presorib*'  to  them- 
selves in  refusing  to  enter  into  any  on- 
gigement  with  forei;;n  nations  not  to  re- 
vive the  African  sla^e  trade." 

Benjamin,  writing  on  the  IJth  of  Janu- 
ary, says : 

"Sir: — It  has  b« en  suggested  to  this 
Gcvernment,  from  ;i  source  of  unques- 
tioned authenticity,  that,  after  the  recog- 
nition of  our  indepi'uletice  by  the  Euro- 
pean Powers,  an  exi>ectaiion  is  generally 
entertained  by  them  that,  in  our  treaties 
of  amity  and  commerce,  a  clause  will  l>e 
introduced  making  stipulations  against  the 
African  slave-trade.  It  is  even  thought 
!  that  neutral  Powers  may  be  inclined  to 
insist  upon  the  insertion  of  such  a  clause 
as  a  sine  qua  non. 

"You  are  well  aw:ire  how  firmly  fixed 
in  our  Constitution  is  the  policy  of  this 
Confederacy  against  the  opening  of  that 
trade,  but  we  are  inorincd  that  false  and 
insidious  suggestion.'^  have  been  made  by 
the  agents  ot  the  United  States,  at  Euro- 
pean Courts,  of  our  intention  to  change 
our  Constitution  as  roon  as  peace  is  re- 
stored, and  of  authorizing  the  importa- 
tion of  slaves  from  ^Vfrica.  If,  therefore, 
you  should  find,  in  }  our  intercourse  Virith 
the  Cabinet  to  which  you  arc  accredited, 
that  any  such  impres>ions  are  entertained, 
yuo  will  use  every  proper  effort  to  re- 
move ihem.  ad  il  ann  attempt  is  made  to 
intnxluce  into  any  trt'aty  which  you  m.ay 
be  charged  wjth,  negotiating  stipulations 
on  the  subject  just  mentioned,  you  will 
assume,  in  behalf  o*'  your  (Joverninent, 
the  position  which,  under  the  direction 
of  the  President,  1  now  proceed  to  de- 
velop." 

Benjamin's  argum<  nt  is  that  the  sove- 
reign States  ol  the  t  onfederacy  have  de- 
cided that  the  slave  trade  shall  not  be 
openeil,  and  put  it  n  the  Constitution, 
and  that  therelorc  the  Confederate  (iov- 
erntnent  has  no  authority  to  negotiate  on 
the  subject.     Benjau  in  says  : 

•'This  Government  unetjui vocally  and 
absolutely  denies  it.s  possession  of  any 
power  whatever  over  the  subject,  and  can 
not  entertain  any  proposition  in  relation 
to  it. 

"  While  it  is  totally  beneath  the  digni- 
ty of  this  (iovernmeiit  to  give  assurances 
lor  this  purpose  of  v  ndicating  itself  from 
any  unworthy  suspicions  ot  its  good  faith 
on  this  subject  that  n  ay  be  determined  by 
the  agents  of  the  United  States,  it  nuty 
not  be  improper  that  you  should  point 
out  the  efficacy  of  our  constitutional  pro- 
vision to  any  treaty  stipulations  we  could 
make.  The  Constitution  is  itself  a  treaty 
between  the  States  ot  such  binding  force 
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that  It  cannot   be    ch.inged  or 


abrogatcfl 


without  the  deliberat ;  and  concurrent  ac- 
tion of  nine  out  of  the  thirteen  States 
that  compose  the  Confederacy.  A  treaty 
might  be  abrogated  1  y  a  party  tempora- 
rily in  power  in  our  couutry,  at  the  sole 
risk  ot  disturbing  amicable  relations  with 
a  foreign  power.  Tie  Constitution  un- 
less by  approach  to  i  iianimity,  could  not 
be  changed  without  the  destruction  of 
this  Government  itse  f ;  and  even  should 
it  be  possible  hereafter  to  procure  the 
consent  of  the  number  of  Statts  neces- 
sary to  change  it,  the  forms  and  delays 
designedly  interposed  by  the  framers  to 
check  raised  innovations  would  give  ample 
time  for  the  most  mature  deliberation  and 
for  strenuous  resist^jnce  on  the  part  of 
those  opposed  to  sucli  change. 

Alter  all  it  is  scariely  the  part  of  wis- 
dom to  attempt  to  impose  restraint  on  the 
actions  and  conduct  t  f  men  for  all  future 
time.  The  policy  of  the  Confederacy  is 
as  fixed  and  immutal  le  on  this  subject  as 
the  imperfection  of  human  nature  permits 
human  resolve  to  be.  No  additional 
agreements,  treaties  or  stipulations  can 
commit  these  States  to  the  prohibition  of 
the  African  slave  trade  with  more  binding 
efficacy  than  these  tl  ey  have  themselves 
devised.  A  just  and  »enerous  confidence 
in  their  good  faith  on  this  subject,  exhil>- 
ited  by  linendly  Powt  rs,  will  be  far  more 
efficacious  than  persistent  efforts  to  induce 
this  Government  to  assume  the  exercise 
of  powers  which  it  d>es  not  possess,  and 
to  bind  the  Confederacy  by  ties  which 
would  have  no  consti  utional  validity. 

"  We  trust,  therefc  re,  that  no  unneces- 
sary discussions  on  this  matter  will  be 
introduced  into  your  negotiations.  If, 
unfortunately,  this  reliance  should  be  ill- 
founded,  you  will  decline  continuing 
negotiations  on  your  side,  and  transfer 
them  to  us  at  home,  itrhere,  in  such  event 
they  could  be  conducted  with  greater 
facilit}  and  advantage,  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  President.

The   following 
white  man   being  hel  1  as  a   slave,  I  have 
from  the  most  authentic  sources : 

A  certain  planter's  daughter  in  Mis- 
sissippi was  seduced.  To  hide  her  shame 
she  gave  her  child,  a  girl,  at  its  birth  to 
a  slave  woman,  altng  with  money,  to 
bring  up  as  her  own.  The  child  lived 
and  became  the  mistress  ot  the  planter's 
son,  who  succeeded  to  the  estate.  She 
had  by  him  five  children,  and  among  them 
the  man  I  refer  to,  Grayson.  This  was 
in  Calhoun  County.  Mississippi,  three 
miles  from  Paris.  The  father  was  at  one 
time  Clerk  of  the  Court.  At  six  years  of 
age  Charles  was  sold  to  William  Steeu, 
in  the  neighborhood,  and  about  this  time 
his  parcn„age  was  told  to  him  by  his 
mother.  He  ran  avray,  was  captured, 
and  treated  with  g-eat  harshness.  He 
was  made  to  do  more  work  than  the  other 
slaves.  The  object  was  to  break  him 
down.  He  proved  to  be  strong  and  able 
to  bear  all  the  burdens  put  upon  him. 

On  December  17,  1862,  the  3d  Michi- 
gan cavalry  came  intJ  the  vicinity.  Gray- 
son then  took  a  horsi  and  rode  into  their 
lines.  He  took  a  good  horse,  so  as  to 
ride  faster.  He  'wa^  then  employed  as  a 
cook  for  the  non-commissioned  officers 
of  Company  F,  Ca[)t.  Theodore  Reese. 
Becoming  anxious  about  his  future  con- 
dition he  proposed  to  go  North.  The 
above  named  ofEctr,  tne  Lieutenant 
Colenel,  G.  Rogers,  and  several  substan- 
tial citizens  of  Jacl  son,  Tennessee,  as 
well  as  a  General  h  gh  in  command,  as- 
sisted him  to  carry  out  bis  plan ;  and  a 
few  days  ago  he  passed  through  this  place 
on  his  way.  to  Cass  ciunty,  Michigan. 

He  had  been  a  (lave  for  seventeen 
years,  is  now  twenty-three  years  of  age, 
has  straight,  light  h:iir,  foir,  blue  eyea, 
a  sandy  beard,  and  evidently  is  a  white 
man,  with  no  drop  cf  black  blood  in  his 
veins. 

He  has  a  singular  appearance.    He  ii 


totally  ignorant.  He  scarcely  knows 
what  freedom  is.  He  knows  Uttle  more 
than  that  he  i.<  a  white  man.  A  negro 
slave  has  a  subdued,  and  yet,  at  times,  a 
gay  air.  On  the  contrary',  Charles  (;ray- 
.•on  is  continually  abject  and  gloomy. 
He  hardly  knew  how  to  thank  the  frii-nds 
here  who  helped  him  to  get  his  tickets  ; 
he  seemed  almost  cold  to  the  frieiul,  a 
native  of  Boston,  who  had  done  most. 
This  was  the  result  of  his  long  oppression, 
which  made  him  suspicious  of  every  hu- 
man being.  In  many  respects,  his' case 
resembles  that  of  Casper  Hauser.

The  publication  of  the  British  official 
dispatches  for  the  year  brings  to  light  a 
nuinberof  itenas  interesting  to  Americans. 
The  following  is  one  of  the  dispatches 
from 

LORD  I.VOX.S   TO   KARL   ISCSSELL. 
On    the    llith   of  Januiry  Lord  Lyons 
writes  from    Washington    on  the  general 
state  of  i>olitical  parties  in  America  : 

"  >V.\siUNUTON,  January  l.l,  istVJ. 
"The  terms  of  service  of  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  present  army  expire  in  the 
spring  or  in  the  early  .suininer.  If  the 
present  state  ol  feeling  continues  very 
few  of  the  men  will  re-ciilist ;  fresh  vol- 
unteers will  not  present  themselves,  and 
to  enforce  a  large  conipuL-iory  draft  will 
be  impossible.  Already  desertions  are 
very  frequent ;  th«'y  would,  it  is  saiil,  be 
much  more  so  did  not  luen  remain  in 
hopes  of  soon  receiving  large  arrears  of 
pay  due  to  them.  It  was  stated  in  Con- 
gress that  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
officers  were  absent  from  their  regiments, 
some  with,  many  without  leave. 

The  eninncipation  proclamation  ha.<i  dis- 
gusted many ;  it  has  made  still  more 
doubt  the  possibility  of  any  other  result 
to  the  war,  whenever  it  may  end,  than 
separation.  Nor  is  the  one  great  ad- 
vantage which  the  Republican  party  has 
— that  of  holding  the  Executive  power — 
turned  by  ihem  to  the  best  account.  The 
unpopularity  and  the  failures  of  the  Ad- 
ministration recoil  upon  its  :';ii|>portcrs,and 
they  in  turn  weaken  the  Administration 
by  manifesting  their  discontent  with  it. 
The  attack  made  upon  the  Cabinet  by  the 
Republican  Senators  has  no  doubt  dam- 
aged it  very  much.  Nor  is  the  effect  of 
it  allowed  to  8ubsi<Ie.  It  is  pursued  in 
the  newspapers;  indeed,  yesterday  the 
text  of  the  resolutions  pressing  the  Presi- 
dent to  change  his  Cabinet  was  published 
in  one  of  the  Washington  journals.  Be- 
sides these  party  troubles,  there  is  in 
some  of  the  Western  States,  and  especi- 
ally in  Indiana  and  Illinois,  a  discontent 
which  causes  ai>prehensions  ol  even  more 
than  constitutional  opposition.  To  add 
to  all  this,  the  state  of  the  (iiiances  is  be- 
coming really  alarming.  The  pay  of  the 
army  is  si.x  months  in  arrear. 

The  Democratic  party  seeks  to  profit 
by  the  difficulties  of  its  opponents,  with- 
out committing  itself  to  any  very  definite 
policy.  Thus  it  attacks  the  arbitrary  ar- 
rests and  the  other  extra  legal  measures 
of  the  Cabinet,  and,  above  all,  the  mili- 
tary administration  ;  but  it  does  not  risk 
its  own  popularity  by  declaring  .igainst 
the  war,  or  pronouncing  the  word  "sep- 
aration." Its  leaders  know  that  it  is  felt 
to  be  the  peace  party,  and  that  it  really 
gets  all  tlic  votes  of  those  who  desire 
peace.  They  will  not  incur  the  danger 
of  losing  other  votes,  by  avowing  a  de- 
sire for  peace  themselves.  They  desire 
to  throw  on  the  Republicans  all  the  re- 
sponsibility of  anv  unpopular  measures 
which  may  become  necessary.  Foreign 
mediation  is  not  likely  to  be  acceptable 
to  the  people  at  large,  and  the  Democrats 
would  be  very  glad  to  escape  all  share  of 
the  unpopularity  of  having  recourse  to  it. 
Accorduig  to  present  appearances  the 
difficulty  of  keeping  up  the  numerical 
force  of  the  army  would  seem  to  be  the 
most  probable  cause  of  peace.  Great 
i^litary  success  might,  however,  revive 
the  warlike  spirit,  and  an  invasion  by  the 
Confederacy  of  the  Northern  States 
would  probably  indui-c  great  numbers  of 
volunteers  to  enlist  for  a  short  period  to 
defend  their  homes. 

There  is  nothing  at  present  to  show 
whether  or  not  there  is  likely  to  be  in  the 
mean  time  a  conjuncture  at  which  For- 
eign Powers  may  step  in  with  propriety 
and  effect  to  put  a  stop  to  the  effusion  of 
blood.

Tk«  Ortefi  of  Pillow. 

The  investment  of  General  Pillow  in 
rebellion  stock  docs  not  appear  to  have 
paid  a  very  satisfactory  dividend.  In- 
deed, he  seems  to  have  been  a  loser  from 
the  start.  The  Chattanooga  Rebel  says 
that  some  weeks  ago  be  made  a  speech 
at  Iluntsville  for  the  purpose  of  persuad- 
ing the  slaveholders  to  give  up  their  slaves 
to  the  rebel  army. 

In  order  to  persuade  them  to  make 
this  sacrifice,  he  told  them  that  "  the 
Yankees  had  taken  400  negroes  from  him 
by  force  of  arms ;  that  he  learned  they 
were  now  in  a  deplorable  condition,  with- 
out funds,  and  suffering  from  all  manner 
of  diseases.  They  were  begging  to  be 
returned  to  him,  but  the  cruel  enemy 
would  not  permit  them  to  come.  He  said 
he  had  sustained  heavy  losses  during  this 
war ;  that  the  enemy  bad  taken  from  him 
not  only  his  negroes,  but  they  burned  up 
tour  gin-houses  which  were  worth  $10,000 
each ;  they  had  taken  100,000  pounds  ot 
bacon,  2,000  hogs,  500  fine  cattle,  des- 
troyed his  houses  in  Arkansas,  laid  waste 
his  plantations,  and  otherwise  injured  him 
in  many  respects.  Our  own  government 
had  burned  2,100  bales  of  his  cotton. 
All  this  and  more  he  was  willing  to  en- 
dure to  secure  our  independence." 

The  Nashville  Union  doubts  Pillow's 
story,  and^says  that  instead  of  owning 
four  hundred  negroes  he  didn't  own  half 
that  number,  and  these  were  not  paid  for.

From  Sattorlhwaite's  Circular. 

Consitlerable  excitement  has  been  late- 
ly caused  by  the  iittroduction  of  a  Con- 
federate loan  on  the  London  market.  The 
jobbers,  whose  business  it  is  to  deal  in 
American  securities,  have  declined  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  it — with  good 
rea.-*on,  we  think;  for,  apart  from  any 
other  consideration,  it  might  jjrove  very 
unpleasant  for  those  who  have  American 
stock  entered  in  their  names,  or  whose 
bu.siness  relations  with  New  York  or  oth- 
er Federal  cities  are  of  any  impor  ance, 
if  it  were  known  th.it  they  had  dealings 
in,  or  were  concerned  in,  getting  up  a 
loan  to  parlies  in  rebellion  against  the 
Federal  Government.  The  tchole  ajf'air 
teems  to  us  as  rjitestionahle  a  j>roceedintj 
as  nttniini/ the  hlockade.  Tho  m.irket  in 
London  lor  American  securities  has  since 
our  last  remained  without  material  lluctu- 
ation,  any  tendency  to  improvement 
caused  by  the  decline  of  fifteen  per  cent, 
in  e.xchange  at  latest  dates  from  New 
York  being  counteracted  by  the  sui)ply 
of  stock  which  h;uj  been  forw.arded  here 
for  sale  and  drawn  out  before  the  sudden 
fall  in  exchange  took  place.

THK    SKEDADDLE' UCUIDS. 

Those  disinterested  patriots  in  Wind- 
sor, known  as  the  Skedaddle  Guard,  still 
maintain  their  status.  They  crowd  the 
hotels  and  boarding  houses,  aud  on  ev- 
ery pleasant  day,  improvise  a  sort  of 
dress  parade  at  the  ferry  docks,  and  oth- 
er convenient  public  lounging  places, 
looking  anxious  and  sorrowful  as  they 
cast  their  eyes  over  this  side  of  the  river, 
towards  "the  land  of  the  free  and  the 
home  of  the  brave."  A  case  was  stated 
to  us  a  day  or  two  since,  of  a  man  who 
hailed  from  one  of  the  interior  counties 
ot  this  State,  which  will  illustrate  the  po- 
sition of  many  of  these  runaway  heroes. 
To  escape  the  draft  he  lied  from  his  home 
to  Windsor,  with  scarcely  money  enough 
to  pay  for  a  week's  board,  lie  sought 
employment  as  a  laborer,  and  as  he  went 
from  house  to  house,  to  intjuire  for  work, 
he  was  interrogated  by  the  Canadians  in 
a  manner  which  was  not  very  compliment- 
ary to  his  couragi' :  "You  left  tlie  States 
to  get  rid  of  fighting,  didn't  yoa?"  "^'.iVra't 
you  a  skedaddler!"  "Wo  don't  want 
any  skedaddlers  here.''  The  little  boys 
and  girls  scorned  him  as  he  passed  along 
the  streets,  and  ever  the  geese  hissed  at 
him  in  the  by-ways  and  by  the  river  side. 
He  couldn't  stand  it  any  longer.  He 
m.ide  up  his  mind  that  rather  than  to  sul- 
U'T  the  jeers  and  taunts  of  the  unfriendly 
Canadians,  and  the  self  reproach  which 
was  haunting  him  all  the  time,  he  would 
return  and  take  his  chances.  He  stated 
his  case  to  an  actiuaintance,  and  the  last 
that  was  seen  of  him,  he  was  on  a  Detroit 
and  Milwaukee  train,  bound  for  Ionia 
county,  resolved  to  do  battle  for  his 
country — if  he  should  bo  wanted.  It  is 
a  notable  fact  that,  though  our  neighbors 
on  the  other  side  of  the  river  have  noh 
very  friendly  feelings  for  us  in  the  war  to 
put  down  this  rebellion,  yet  they  have 
not  a  particle  of  sympathy  with  the**poor 
cusses."  as  they  call  them,  who  have  run 
away  to  escape  being  called  into  the  ser 
vice  of  their  country.

It  professes  to  emancipate  all  shaves  in 
places  where  the  United  States  authori- 
ties cannot  exercise  any  jurisdiction  nor 
make  emancipation  a  reality,  but  it  does 
not  decree  emancipation  of  slaves  in  any 
State  or  parts  of  States  occupied  by  Fed- 
eral troops,  and  subject  to  Unitbd  States 
jurisdiction,  and  where,  tlicrerore,  eman- 
cipation, it"  decreed,  might  have  been  car- 
ried into  eli'ect. 

It  would  seem  to  follow  that  in  the 
border  States,  and  also,  in  New  Orleans, 
a  slaveowner  may  recover  his  fugitive 
slave  by  the  ordinary  process  of  law  ;  but 
that  in  the  ten  States  in  which  the  proc- 
lamation decrees  emancipation,  a  I'ugitive 
slave  arrested  by  legal  warrant  may  re- 
sist, and  his  resistance,  if  successful,  is  to 
be  upheld  and  aided  by  the  United  States 
authorities  and  the  United  States  ariuod 
forces. 

The  proclamation,  th«irefore,  makes 
Slavery  at  once  legal  and  illegal,  and 
makes  slaves  either  punishable  for  run- 
ning away  from  their  masters,  or  entitled 
to  be  supported  and  encouraged  in  so 
doin<r,  according   to   the   locality  of  the 

ftlautation  to  which  they  belong,  and  the 
oyalty  of  the   State  in  which  they  may 
h  ippcn  to  be. 

There  seems  to  be  no  declaration  of  a 
principle  adverse  to  Slavery  in  this  Proc- 
lamation. It  is  a  measure  of  war,  and  a 
measure  of  war  of  a  very  questionable 
kind. 

As  President  Lincoln  has  twice  appealed 
to  the  judgment  of  mankind  in  his  Procla- 
mation, I  venture  to  say  1  do  not  think  it 
can  or  omjlU  to  satiiifif  the  friends  oj 
Abolition,  who  look  for  total  and  impar- 
tial freedom  for  the  slave,  and  not  for 
vengeance  on  the  slave  owner.

A.  Soathern  Sioaarchjr  Propos«d. 

A  corr  espondent  of  the  Louisville  Jour- 
nal, who  has  recently  returned  from  Paris, 
where  he  has  spent  most  of  the  time  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion,  writes  from 
this  city  that  he  recently  received  from  a 
friend  in  the  French  capital,  who  is  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  court,  the  fol- 
lowing information  : 

"On  the  21st  day  of  January  last,  a 
letter  was  received  at  the  Court  of  France, 
dated  Richmond,  Va.,  November  2d, 
18G2,  and  signed  by  seventy-three  of  the 
leading  men  ot  the  Southern  Confederacy, 
including  Jeff.  Davis,  ("abinet,  and  many 
Senators,  but  (as  we  both  remarked,  with 
some  surprise,)  by  only  two  generals  of 
their  anny,  viz :  Toombs  and  Wise, 
urging  upon  Napoleon  a  speedy  recogni- 
tion of  the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  as 
an  inducement  oQercd  the  following  rea- 
sons : 

"  1st.  That  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
leaders  of  the  South,  (which  intention, 
however,  was  to  be  kept  secret  until  the 
war  was  over,)  so  soon  as  their  indepen- 
dence was  declared  to  establidb  a  nobility 
South,  before  their  army  was  disbanded. 
That  the  poor  whites,  or  non-slave  own- 
ers, who  would  help  them  fight  and  con- 
quer their  independence,  so  soon  as  a 
nobility  is  established  and  they  are  lefl 
free  to  act,  will  emigrate  North  and  leave 
only  the  noble  and  his  slave,  constituti'ig 
the  firmest  nobility,  because  the  peasant 
will  be  the  property  of  the  noble,  while 
the  liae  of  demarcation  between  them  wlU

A3»  Act  for  the  removal  of  the  AVlnnebago  Indi- 
ans, and  for  tho  sule  of  their  rcserration  la 
Minnesota  for  tiieir  bcnellt. 
He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  ITotue  of  Itep- 
retentatircj  of  the  I'nited  Statei  of  America  \n 
Coiii/rms  .istetnbled ,  That  the  Tresidfrn  ol  the 
United  States  is  authorized  to  as:jign  to  and  s«t 
apart  fur  the  Winnebago  Indians  a  tract  of  unoc- 
cupied land  beyond  the  limits  of  any  8tate,  in  ex- 
tent at  least  equal  t'>  thfir  diminished  rt>serva- 
tion,  t!ic  same  to  bo  well  adupled  lor  agricultural 
purposes.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Tresi- 
deiii  to  take  such  steps  as  he  may  deem  proper  to 
etl'ect  tlie  p i'uceful  and  quiet  removal  of  the  said 
Indians  from  the  State  of  .MInuei<ota,  and  to  set 
tie  them  upon  tho  lauds  which  may  be  assigned 
to  them  under  the  (irovlsious  ot  this  act. 

Sec.  •-'.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  upon 
the  removal  of  the  »uid  Indians  Irom  the  reser- 
Tatiou  where  they  now  reside,  it  sli»ll  be  the 
duty  of  the  .Secretary  of  tlie  Interior  to  cause 
each  legal  subdivision  of  the  said  land.s  to  b«  ap- 
praised by  discre-t  persons  to  bo  appointed  by 
him  for  that  purpose.  And  iu  each  Instance 
where  there  are  improvements  upon  any  legal 
subdivision  of  said  lands  the  improvements  sliall 
be'  separately  appraised.  But  no  portion  of  the

I'roriited,  That  l)eiore  a'-y  J-Orson  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  enter  any  portion  of  the  stvhl  lands,  by  pre- 
emption or  otherwi'C,  previous  to  their  expo> 
sure  to  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  public  out- 
cry, he  siull  become  au  actual  bona  tide  settUr 
thereon,  and  AmM  conform  to  all  the  regulations 
now-  provided  by  Uw  iu  cases  of  pre-emption, 
and  shall  (my,  within  the  term  of  one  year  from 
ilute  ol  his  settlement,  the  full  nppraise'd  value  of 
the  land,  and  the  improvements  thereon,  to  the 
laud  officers  of  the  district  wh"re  the  said  Unds 
are  bituat-  d.  And  the  portion  of  the  said  reser- 
vation which  may  not  be  settled  upon,  aaalort. 
said,  may  be  sold  at  public  auction,  as  other  pub- 
lic lauds  are  sold,  after  which  thoy  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  ?alf  at  private  eutry,  as  other  public  lauds 
of  tho  United  States,  but  no  portion  thereof  shall 
be  sold  for  a  sum  less  than  their  appraised  value 
before  the  lirst  of  January,  Anno  Domini  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-live,  nor  for  a  less  price 
thin  one  dollar  and  twenty-tive  cents  per  acre 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  i'rovided] 
ll.at  where  Improvements  have  been  made  upon 
said  lands  by  persons  authorized  by  law  to  trade 
with  said  Indians,  the  value  of  such  improve- 
ments or  the  price  for  which  the  same  may  be 
sold  shall  be  paid  to  the  fiartles  making  the  same; 
and  In  ca^e  the  land  upon  which  such  improve- 
meuts  shall  luve  been  made  shall  be  purchased 
by  the  parties  making  the  same,  at  tho  appraised 
value  as  aforesaid,  the  value  of  the  improvements 
so  m^di.>  by  him  shall  form  no  part  of  the  purchase 
price  to  be  paid  for  said  land. 

Sec.  4.  .\nil  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
lands  of  said  Indians  which  liave  been  set  apart 
for  the  payment  uf  the  debts  of  the  said  Indians, 
shall  be  sold  on  sealed  bids  for  the  best  price  the 
same  will  bring;  but  no  bids  shall  be  received  for 
said  lands  until  the  lirst  day  of  January,  Anno 
Domini  elifhteen  hundred  and  sixty-tive,  for  leas 
than  two  dollars  and  hfty  cents  per  acre.  Bids 
shall  bo  received  for  tracts  of  quarter  sections; 
and  for  such  tracts  conforming  to  the  Cjovernment 
surveys  loss  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  as 
will  secure  the  largest  price  for  said  lamls,  the 
Secretary  is  authoriaed  to  receive,  in  payment  of 
said  lauds,  certiHcates  of  indebtedness  of  said 
Indians ,  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Altalrs,  for  the  debts  of  aaid  Indians,  secured  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  sale  of  said  huids  by  the  third 
article  uf  tho  treaty  of  said  Indiuas  with  the  Uni- 
ted Stales,  concluded  at  Washingt)n  on  the  fif. 
toenthday  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine.  The  n>ouey  arrising  from  the  sale  of  their 
said  lands,  after  paying  tho  indebtedness  required 
by  »aid  treaty  to  be  paid,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  SUtes,  and  shall  be  ex- 
pended a.-i  tliu  same  Is  received,  under  the  dlreo- 
lion  of  the  .SecroUry  of  the  Interior,  in  necessary 
improvements  ujion  their  ucw  reservation ;  and 
it  sh.-ili  be  the  duty  of  the  SecreUrvof  tho  Inte- 
rior to  allot  to  said  Indians  in  severalty  lands 
which  Ihey  may  respectively  cultivate  and  im- 
prove, not  exceeding  eighty  acres  to  each  head 
Ufa  family  other  than  to  the  chiefs,  to  whom 
larger  allotments  may  be  made,  which  lands, 
when  so  allotted,  shall  be  vnted  fn  said  Indian 
and  his  heirs,  without  the  right  of  alienation,  and 
shall  be  evidenced  by  patent. 

See.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the 
money  to  be  annually  approprUted  for  the  bene- 
tit  of  the  said  Indians  shall  be  expended  In  such 
manner  as  will,  iu  the  judgment  of  the  President, 
best  advance  the  said  lud&us  in  agrlculturul  and 
mechanical  pursuits,  aud  enable  them  to  sustain 
themselves  without  the  aid  of  the  (iovernment. 
And  iu  such  expenditure  reasonable  discrimina- 
tiou  may  be  made  in  favor  of  the  chiefs  who  shall 
be  f  juud  faithful  to  tho  Ciovernmont  of  the  United 
States,  and  othclent  iu  maintaining  its  authority 
and  the  peace  of  the  Indians.  Said  Indians  shall 
be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United  SUtes,  and 
to  the  criiuiaal  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  In 
which  they  may  happen  to  reside.  They  shall 
also  be  subject  to  such  rules  aud  regulations  for 
their  government  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
may  prescribe ;  but  they  shall  be  decuad  Incapa- 
ble ot  making  any  valid  civil  contrast  with  any 
person  other  than  a  native  member  of  their  tribe 
without  the  consent  of  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted SUtes.  The  Secrotvy  of  the  Interior  aball 
also  make  reasonable  provisions  for  the  ediKation 
of  siiid  Indians,  according  to  their  capaeitT  ud 
the  means  at  his  command.

rpUJt  COMMISSIONERS  APPOINTED  UN- 

dertheact  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  for  the 

relief  of  persons  for  damages  sustained  by  reason 
of  the  depredations  and  injuries  by  certain  bauds 
of  Sioux  Indians,"  approved  February  10th,  186.1, 
announce  in  pursuance  of  the  8th  section  of  said 
act,  the  following 

RULES, 
of  which  claimants  and  others  wlU  take  notice,  to 
wit: 

1.    All  claims  shall  be  plainly  and  succinctly  set 
forth  in  writing  sieued  by  the  party,  aud  sworn 
to  before  some  judicial  otficcr  whose  official  char- 
acter must  be  authenticated  according  to  the  laws 
of  Minnesota.    The  character  of  the  complaiiiant, 
whether  the  head  of  a  family  or  otherwise,  must 
bo  stated.    Also,  whether  the  chilm  is  in  ri^ht  of 
the  {>orson  making  it,  or  in    right    of  another 
tlirough     executor,     administrator,     guardian, 
trustee,  or  the  like,  which  represcuUtlve  charac- 
ter must  be  properly  proved  aud  shown.    It  must 
sutu  the  habitual  place  of  residence  ot  the  bene- 
ticiary  and  claimant.    The  complaint  must  specify 
as  near  as  practicable  the  i>articular  band  ot  Indi- 
ans who  committed  the  depredatiou ;  or,  w  hen 
the  Injury  was  received  from  the  troops  of  the 
United  SUtes,  it  mu^t  name  the  commanding 
officer  or  otherwise  identify  the  militaiy  force; 
and  further  show  that  uo  reparation  or  conipen- 
satioH  has  been  received  for  such  loss  or  injury. 
The  complaint  must  state  clearly  the  nature  of 
the  injury,  and  value  and  kind  of  property  de- 
stroyed, together  witli   the  amount  of  daraago 
susulued,   and  wheu    and  where    it    accrued, 
whether  direct  or  conse<iuential.    If  the  injury 
was  to  the  douiicil  of  the  complainant,  that  lact 
should  clearly  appear ;  and  for  a  better  ailjudica- 
tion  of  the  ai.se  it  should  be  stated   whetlier  anv 
and  what  members  of  the  family  were    killed, 
wounded,  or  disabled,  and  who  are  the  survivors 
2.    The  mere  affidavit  of  the  party  will  not  of 
Itself  be  sufficient  to  esub  ish  tiie  claim,  without 
adduciug  other  proofs  such  as  arc  adiuii^sible  in 
a  court  of  justice.    Witues.ses  will  be  heard  in  be- 
half of  the  claimant,    and   commis^ions    will    bo 
Usued  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  request  of 
the  party  to  take   such   written  testimony  as  In 
thfl  discretion   of  the    Commissioners    may    bo 
thought  right  and  proper. 

."J.  Until  further  order,  all  claims  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Commissioners  at  their  offic«  In  the 
town  of  St.  Peter,  Minnesota. 

4.  In  the  hearing  of  cases  preference  will  be  giv- 
en, as  to  time,  to  the  heads  ol  families ;  and  of  that 
class,  thoso  who  have  been  despoiled  of  their 
homes,  and  the  more  helpless  and  destitute  will 
be  first  In  order;  other  cases  will  be  docketed  for 
huaring  in  the  order  of  merit  or  urgency,  as  shall 
appear  to  the  Comraiisioners  when  presented. 
All  claims  properly  tiled  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June  next,  will  be  heard  before  these  subse- 
quently presented.  No  claim  can  be  presented 
aftar  tho  lirst  day  of  September  next. 

5.  The  statute  does  not  authorize  the  Com- 
missioners to  make  any  allowance  to  claimants 
for  the  fees  of  their  own  witnesses  or  other  ex- 
penses of  proving  and  prosecuting  their  claims. 

6.  The  fund  to  be  apiKirtioned  by  the  Commis- 
sioners can  only  be  distributed  to  famiUe.s  whosn 
cbiims  are  presented  on  or  before  the  lirst  day  of 
June  next.  Claims  thereafter  presented,  uutll, 
aud  including  the  lirst  day  of  September  next  en- 
suing, will  be  heard  and  adjudicated,  but  mu!>t 
abide  the  further  action  of  Congress  or  of  tho 
proper  Department. 

7.  In  distributing  the  money .-t  apportioned,  no 
payment  can  be  made  by  the  Comniissiouers  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  two' hundred  dollars  to  any 
one  family.  In  apportioning  this  fund,  if  fouu<l 
Insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the  law,  small 
claims  will  have  the  preference ;  and  injuries  In- 
juries involving  the  loss  of  household  goods, 
farming  ftock  or  utensils,  or  the  destruction  ot 
the  domicile,  and  all  cases  of  extreme  hardship, 
will  be  preferred  to  cldims  of  another  class.  >io 
award  can  be  paid  until  approved  by  the  Secretary 
ot  tho  Interior. 

8.  Tho  duties  of  the  Commissioners  being  two- 
fold— 1st,  to  award  early  and  limited  relief  to 
fanilie*  when  claims  may  be  presented  on  or 
before  the  tlrst  day  of  June  next;  and,  Ud,  to 
ascertain  tho  trhoie  amount  of  damages  sus- 
Uincd  from  the  causes  named  in  the  act,  aud 
the  persins  who  have  suflered  tho  same,  and 
DO  appropriation  being  yet  made  except  for  tht» 
tlrst  named  .ibject,  to  avoid  imposition  it  will  be 
required  of  th-'^e  seeking  the  benelit  of  the  rre«- 
ent  appropriatiiJo  to  moke  kuown  to  the  Commis- 
sioners the  constituent  members  of  their  respect- 
ive families,  and  the  relation  In  which  the  claim- 
ant stands  to  the  same. 

9.  The  Commission  will  hold  its  first  session 
at  St.  Peteron  the  r.lst  day  of  March  lust.,  ad- 
journing from  dav  to  day  theieafter  until  further 
or  other  order,  of  which  due  notice  will  be  eiven 
by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  at  Saint 
Peter,  or  otherwise. 

A  supplemental  act  or  Congress  appeared 
March  3d,  18'V3,  applies  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  February  10th,  "to  all  damages  ^usUlned  by 
reason  of  tlepredations  and  injuries  by  said  Indi- 
ans as  therein  set  forth,  in  the  SUto  of  Iowa 
and  Territory  of  Dakou,  as  well  as  in  the  SUte 
ofMlnneaoU."
